Committees Hold Meetings. 


The conference Committee on Program 
and Procedure with respect to arma- 
ment held its first meetin today. After 
its meeting the committee authorized the 
publication of this formal communiqué:

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Committee flan A‘voids Full Publicity. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (Associated 
Press).—The real work of the armament 
negotiations was transferred today from 
the open conference to the more secluded 
precincts of the committee room. 

After a debate, which developed widely 
separated views on the advisability of 
giving publicity to the negotiations, the 
big five, comprising the chief delegates 
of the United States, Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan, settled on the 
committee plan as the only acceptable 
solution. 


To one committee, whose membership 
will be identical with that of the full 
conference itself, was assigned the task 
of working out a solution for the Far 
Bastern question. Another, composed 
of all the delegates of the five great 
powers, was created to take over the 
negotiations on the main topic of ar- 
mament limitation. Since only the dele- 
gates of the five powers are qualified 
to act on armament limitation in the 
conference, the result in each case will 
be to resolve delegates into a ‘ com- 
inittee of the whole.’’ 

Although no official would make a

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (Associated 
Press).—The Advisory Committee of the 
American delegation at its organization 
meeting today selected six subcommit- 
tees to work out a plan in connection 
with the items on the agenda of the 
general Armament Conference. 

After Assistant Secretary Roosevelt of 
the Navy Departmient had explained the 
Hughes program, declaring that it 
would mean a saving of more than $200,- 
000,000 on construction, there was some 
informal discussion, members saying 
later that the committee stood as ‘‘ one 
man” in support of the program.

KOO LISTS DEMANDS 
CHINA WILL PRESENT 


Says She Mast Have Political In- 
dependence, With Integrity of 
Territory Guaranteed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (Associated 
Press).—China’s delegation to the Wash- 
ington conference will present proposals 
looking to the settlement of Far Eastern 
problems as far as China is concerned, 
based on the following general princi- 


ples, Dr. Wellington Koo, Ambassador | 


to Great Britain, and a member of the 
delegation, said today: 


On the rehabilitation of China de- 
pends the peace of the Far Hast. 

China must be enabled to work out 
its economic salvation through the de- 
velopment of the country’s {mmense 
natural resources. 

China’s territorial integrity must be 
guaranteed and safeguarded against 
aggression from other nations, and 
further inroads through foreign con- 
cessions put an end to. 

China must have absolute political 
independence, with freedom from for- 
eign interference.

China had no intention, he continued 
of being importunate in its plan, and 
would limit proposals to what it was be- 
lieved could be accomplished.

China’s needs are so many that it would 
be unreasonable to expect to accomplish 
everything at this conference.”’ 

Concerning what he termed the many 
existing handicaps to China developing 
its resources and rehabilitating its 
finances, Dr. Koo called attention to 
the necessity for China to control the 
railroads and laid particular stress on 
the tariff restrictions placed by the 
powers gong | to 5 per cent. the duty 
collectable on imports. He thought that 
the schedule should be revised every ten 
years, ,whereas China was still confined 
i schedule more than twenty years 
old. 

China, Dr. Koo said, feels an economic 
yoke imposed ‘by the powers through 
concessions, but he indicated that there 
seemed to be no immediate hope for 
immediate cancellation. He expressed 
the hope that one of the results of the 
conference would be an agreement to 
put an end to concessions involving sac- 
rifice of sovereignty. 

China, he said, would be willing to 
work out in agreement with the powers 
a scheme for her rehabilitation. She 
has no desire, he added, to reserve for 
herself all material benefits resulting 
from the development of the vast re- 
sources, but was willi that foreign 
capital participate on satisfactory terms 
not involving economic aggression. 

Dr. Koo declared in a statement to- 
night that he and his associates were 
‘‘ greatly pleased with the spirit of fair- 
ness and high moral tone’’ which has 
characterized the opening of the confer- 
ence. 

“Tf the great problems can be solved 
during the conference in this spirit,” the 
statement said, ‘‘ China has much to ex- 
pect from the conference. 

‘From the people and the press of the 
country we renew our faith and confi- 
dence in the American Republic, for we 
read everywhere that the doctrine of the 
open door and the maintenance of the 
political indepedence and territorial in- 
tegrity of China are rooted deep in your 
history.

New Premier Issues Statement 
Saying He Is Convinced of 
Negotiations’ Success. 


REAFFIRMS HARA'’S POLICIES 





Tokio Press Is Almost Unanimous in 
Expressing Satisfaction at Naval 
Holiday Proposal. 


TOKIO, Nov. 14 (Associated Press).— 
Premier Takahashi, in a statement to 
the press today, definitely declared ad- 
herence to the policies toward the Wash- 
ington armament conference laid down 
| by the late Premier Hara. He was con- 
vinced, he said, that the conference 
would be crowned with success. 

‘“‘It is now three years since the end 
of the war,’ the Premier said in the 
statement, ‘‘and yet the whole world is 
in a state of unrest. No one can fore- 
cast the developments of the future. In 
a time like this the President of the 
United States has taken the initiative 
and proposed the assembling of an in- 
| ternational conference respecting the re- 
| duction of armaments, as well as Pa- 
cific and Far Eastern problems. The 
;Japanese Government, after considera- 
tion, accepted the proposal with pleas- 
ure, and has already sent its delegates. 

“* Unfortunately, when the conference 
was within a week of its inauguration, 
the late Premier Hara fell victim to an 
assassin without having fully trans- 
formed into reality the great political 
plans he had in view, and beyond any 
expectation of mine I was called hy my 
august sovereign to fill the vacated post. 

‘“*The proposal of President Harding 
{s well understood to have been prompted 
| by the desire for the establishment of 
definite peace in the world and the pro- 
motion of the common weal of human- 
ity—a policy which is in entire har- 
mony with the course hitherto pursued 
by Japan in conjunction with other 
powers. 

‘As a member of the Hara Ministry 
I had the pleasure of taking part in 
framing the policy, and in particular al- 
| Ways supported entire sincerity in the 
conduct of foreign policy. It need 
l hardly be sald, therefore, that the line 
of action already adopted for the guid- 
ance of the delegates in Washington 
will in no way be modified through the 
Fei of Prime Ministers, 





‘* While fully convinced that the Wash- 
ington conference will be crowned with 
the greatest success by virtue of the 
distinguished personality of the Presi- 
dent and the noble ideas entertained 
by the United States, the other powers 
represented are prepared to exert their 
utmost endeavors with a view to afford- 
ing whatever contribution is within their 
power toward that success.”’ 


Press Comment All Favorable. 


Keen satisfaction and admiration to- 
day comprised the keynote of the first 
Japanese newspaper comment on the 
Hughes proposal for a naval holiday. 
The same satisfaction was noted ia 
the discussions at clubs and by people 
of various shades of political opinion. 
Interspersed in these discussions were 
many expressions of surprise that the 
United States was prepared to set an 
example of such drastic curtailment in 
ler naval program. 

With one accord, 
newspapers, with more time to fully 
digest the American proposal, main- 
tained the same tone of approval as 
was reflected by the morning editions. 
The Asahi Shimbun’ expressed. the 
opinion that the American proposal 
was not far removed from a basis of 
common understanding, while the Jiji 
Shimpo quoted a Foreign Office 
authority as observing that the pro- 
posal came near the mark which the 
Japanese Government had indicated to 
ita delegates before their departure for 
America, and as declaring that the con- 
ference promised to be more success- 
ful than had been imagined at first, be- 
cause of Secretary Hughes’ ‘* wise and 
judicious step.’’ The Yamato Shimbun 
declared there was no reason why 
Japan or any other powers should hesi- 
tate to support the American proposal. 

Some newspapers, withholding tempo- 
rarily an expression of opinion, invited 
expressions of opinion by individual 
readers. Some readers expressed such 
opinions through letters to the newspa- 
pers, which published them with the ex- 
planation that they did not necessarily 
reflect the editorial policies‘of the jour- 
nals concerned. On this basis a writer 
to the Nichi Nichi Shimbun took the 
ground that the proposal might be ad- 
vantageous to America, but was quite 
unfair to Japan, since the formula for 
restriction was based upon the number 
of ships afloat and provided that those 
under construction be abandoned. The 
writer objected to the giving up of the 
two Japanese ships to be launched this

Ships Afloat Count, Says Kato. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (Associated 
Press).—‘‘ It isn’t the scrapped ships 
that count; it’s the ships afloat,’’ de- 
elared Admiral Baron Kato today, in 
answering a series of questions put by 
Japanese newspaper correspondents con- 
cerning the American proposals. 

One of the men from Tokio asked: 

‘“Isn’t it true, Admiral, that the ratio 
of scrapped warships under the Hughes 
proposition is rather disadvantageous to 
Japan, considering the present inferior 
naval position of our country? Aren’t 
they asking too much from us?”’ 

The Admiral responded: ; 

‘““ Why talk about the scrapped ships? 
You should know that what really 
counts is the number of fighting ships 
left afloat. and not the number of those 
which are to be abandoned and con- 
signed to the scrap heap.”’ 

The Admiral declined to commit him- 
self as to probable counter-suggestions, 
but it is understood that although Japan 
is almost certain to favor the American 
proposals as a whole, it is probable that 
they will be the subject of a serious dis- 
cussion. 

‘‘ Naturally,’’ said one Japanese naval 
expert today, ‘‘ we cannot swallow in 
one mouthful this most momentvus proj- 
ect, which is destined to so vitally af- 
fect the future of our empire.

KNEW OF ARMS PLAN 


Not an Inkling of the Navy Re- 
duction Proposal Was Given 
the Other Powers. 


Basis of the Reduction and the Rela- 
tive Cut by Each Power Were 
the Vital Points.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14. — The 
““ bombshell ’’ which Secretary Hughes 
exploded at the opening session of the 
armament conference Saturday by pro- 
posing a radical policy of scrapping 
warships built and building and a naval 
holiday for ten years was the outcome 
of many weeks of careful study and 
much consultation between those imme- 
diately concerned. The preparation of 
the proposals was conducted in the 
utmost secrecy and not an inkling of it 
was permitted to reach the British or 
Japanese delegations in advance of its 
submission to the conference and the 
world on Saturday. 

There is reason to believe that the 
only persons who knew of the Ameri- 
can formula were President Harding, 
Secretary Hughes, Senators Lodge and 
Underwood and Elihu Root, who are the 
three associates of Mr. Hughes on the 
American delegation; Secretary Denby, 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy; Admiral Robert 
E. Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations, 
and Captain William V. Pratt, specially 
assigned to this work. The General 
Board of the Navy furnished detailed 
information as to American and foreign 
navies, but had no part in the deter- 
mination of the plan which Mr. Hughes 
laid before the conference. If any 
member of the Cabinet outside of those 
mentioned knew what was in Mr. 
Hughes's plan, he could have had only 
the vaguest understanding. 

The proposal for reduction and limita- 
tion of navy armaments was based 
upon a formula which was adopted only 
after most careful study. From the out- 
set the finding of a practical formula 
confronted Mr. Hughes and his naval 
advisers. There were manv considera- 
tions involved, such as whether = pro- 
posal to the conference should be based 
on general tonnage reduction without 
specifying the classes of warships to be 
scrapped, or whether some warship type 
as the battleship should be fixed upon 
or whether the warships should be clas- 
sified in groups, embracing vessels of 
several types, and the scrapping be done 
under the group rule. 

The formula, it was determined, should 
cover two points: 

1. The single type or group types 
of ships which should be the basis 
for reduction. 

2. The relativity of the reduc- 
tion to be proposed by the United 
States to the navies of Great Brit- 
ain and Japan. 

It was determined in the end to adopt 
the capital ship (battleship and battle- 
ship cruiser) as the basis for reduction 
and limitation, and then to ascertain the 
relativity of this basis to the navies of 
the two other powers. This decision 
gave a sliding scale, applicable to any 
proposal. If the United States decided 
to propose the scrapping of ten battle- 
ships and four battle cruisers, the rule 
of relativity could be apiied to embrace 
the scrapping of a smaller number of 
American warships, the scale for other 
navies would drop.

CANTON OFFERS TO PAY 
PEKING’S DEBTS HERE 


Bat Ma Soo’s Proposal to Hughes, 
It Is Held, Can Have No 
Practical Effect.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—In advance 
of the arrival tomorrow of Li Shih-Wei, 
China’s ex-Minister of Finance, who 
comes with final instructions from the 
Peking Government to the Chinese dele- 
gates and who is prepared to discuss 
the financial condition of China with 
Secretary Hughes, a coOuncer-move was 
made tonight by the Cantonese Govern- 
ment. 


Ma Soo, representative of the Canton 
Government, sent a note to Secretary 
Hughes, in which he said he was au- 
thorized by the Southern Government to 
say that it is prepared to assume the 
payment of the loan to the Commercial 
and Continental Trust Company, which 
was defaulted by the Northern (or Pe- 
king) Government on Nov. 1. 

His note to Secretary Hughes reads: 

Sir—Acting upon instructions from 
my Government, I have the honor to 
inform you that in view of the recent 
default by the Peking Administration 
in meeting the $5,500,000 loan due to 
the Commercial and Continental 
Trust Company of Chicago, and as a 
consequence of this default the credit 
of the Chinese nation having been 
seriously impaired, my Government, 
feeling deeply the humiliation thus 
brou Ft upon China by the Peking 
Administration, and with a desire to 
re-establish the honor of China as a 
nation that has always been faithful 
to her obligations, is prepared to as- 
sume obligation for this loan, and has, 
through its Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Dr. Wu Ting-Fang, advised Mr. 
Frederick W. Stevens, representative 
of the American group of the Con- 
sortium in China, that it is ready to 
entertain reasonable propositions from 
him for the renewal or the refunding 
of this loan. 

I am further to point out that this 
action on the part of my Government 
is not to be construed as an encour- 
agement to bankers to advance loans 
to the Peking Administration, and 
that this action is taken solely for the 
purpose of saving China's credit, 
which the Peking Administration has 
so unpatriotically destroyed. 

Accept, sir, the assurance of my 
highest consideration.

‘Inasmuch as this and the other Goy-

The final paragraphs of the Hughes 
memorandum quoted in yesterday’s ca- 
bles appear to imply that when 
navies are scrapped England would 
have an advantage in the superiority of 
her mercantile fleet of an overwhelming 
character.

In case of the loss 
or destruction of capital ships they may 
be replaced. It is proposed that the total 
tonnage of cruisers, flotilla leaders and 
destroyers shall be 450,000 each for the 
United States and England and 270,000 
for Japan, but if their present tonnage 
exceeds that prescribed they may not 
be required to scrap it, and all of the 
above craft whose keels were laid be- 
fore Nov. 11, 1921, may be completed. 

The total tonnage of submarines pro- 
posed is 90,000 for England and Amer- 
ica and 54,000 for Javan, but it is not 
required to scrap the surplus tonnage 
until replacement begins, and all sub- 
marines of which the keels were laid by 
Nov. 11, 1921, may be completed. The 
total tonnage of airplane carriers, 80,000 
for England and America and 48,000 for 
Japan, requires no scrapping. 

As to cruisers, the limit of age before 
replacement may begin is fixed at sev- 
enteen years, destroyers and flotilla 
leaders at twelve years, submarines, 
twelve years, and carriers twenty years. 
No surface vessels of auxillary comba- 
tant craft carrying guns of a calibre 
greater than eight inches are to be laid 
down as replacement tunnage. 

Paragraph 27 of the memorandum 
says: ‘‘ The limitation of naval air- 
craft is not proposed.’’ The note says 
that, owing to the fact that naval air- 
craft can be readily adapted from spe- 
cial types of commercial aircraft, it is 
not considered practicable to prescribe 
limits of naval aircraft. 

The signatory powers are to agree not 
to dispose of their combatar.c vessels of 
any class so that later they may be 
added to another navy. They bind them- 
selves further not to acquire combatant 
vessels from any foreign source.

ENDORSE ARMS CUT 


Financiers and Industrial Chiefs 
Entertained Here by State 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Japanese and American leaders of 
finance, commerce and industry at a 
luncheon at the Bankers’ Club tendered 
to the visiting Japanese business men’s 
party by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the State of New York hailed with sat- 
isfaction the disarmament proposals 
made to the Washington conference. 
Dr. Takuma Dan, General Managing 
Director of the combined Mitsui inter- 
ests and head of the Japanese delega- 
tion, said Japan’s business men favored 
putting more money into industrial de- 
velopment and less into preparation for 
war. 

The question of the open door was 
touched upon by Jukuro Kadono, an of- 
ficer or director in many mining, trad- 
ing, power and other companies.

THE NEW MARYLAND 
SETS A SPEED RECORD 


Electrically - Driven Superdread- 
nought Travels at 22.49 Knots 
on Rockland Course. 


ROCKLAND, Me., Nov. 14.—The elec- 
trically driven sSuperdreadnougnt Mary- 
land made a new speed record for ships 
of her type today, going over the official 
mile course here at a rate of 22.49 knots.

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GERMANS DIVIDED 
ON HUGHES PROGRAM 


Many Newspapers Consider It 
Big, but the Nationalist 
Press Scoffs.

View Is Advanced That Arms Cut 
Would Save More Than Ger- 
many Can Pay.

BERLIN, Nov. 14.—The bigness of 
Hughes’s armament limit program is 
admitted, and commented on by part 
of the German press, which !s com- 
pletely taken by surprise, and todav 
is assiduously seeking to discover a Ger- 
man angle in the situation, be it never 
so remote or indirect. It canrot be em- 
phasized too strongly that Germany’s 
sole interest In the conference at Wash- 
ington is the vague possibility of some- 
thing accruing to her. 

The only real success in discovering 2 
; potential German angle to the opening 
- the conference and Hughes's program 
is scored by the Democratic financial 
| organ, the Berlin Boerse Gazette. It 
starts from the fact that the National 
Association of German Industries in 
making its credit scheme offer to the 
Wirth Government entailing its so-called 
privatization of the State railroads, at 
the same time gave its opinion that no 
foreign loan of magnitude could be ob- 
tained, certainly none from America un- 
til after the Washington conference was 
over an: that in any case such a loan 
would be small. 

The Boerse Courier says: 

“German industry, in explaining its 
credit scheme offer, pointed out the 
probable long duration of the Washing- 
ton conference and is therefore of the 
epinion that there is alternating cause 
and effect between the outcome of the 
Washington conference and the state of 
German finances. If this is the case, 
then, the connecting link must be the 
Reparation Commission now in Berlin. 

‘* Naturally one would utterly mistake 
the natural order of things if and from 
the German viewpoint one labored under 
the illusion that the representatives of 
the super-powers in Washington had 
their eyes fixed on what was taking 
place in Berlin between the Wirth Gov- 
ernment and the leaders of German in- 


dustry or even on the activities of the 
Reparation Commission. Berlin even 
if you conceive it as a fulfillment place 
of all reparation agreements, has no 
direct influence on Washington, but 
Washington has on Berlin, for even 
though Europe does not stand on the 
program of the great Washington con- 
ference, nevertheless the conference’s 
decisions are all the more decisive for 
the fate of German and European af- 
fairs comprised under reparations. 





Wants Allies to Save on Armies. 


The Boerse Courier also says: 

‘“‘Let us assume that there is a prac- 
tical result of the disarmament confer- 
ence. What effect would it have on the 
financial and economic distress of the 
world, particularly of our continent, 
which is indebted to the Americans? 
How would Washington react on Ber- 
lin (and on Paris)? 

“The question of connection is much 
simpler than it appears. For the sig- 
nificance of reparation is suddenly clar- 
ified by Washington. Germany, with 
its reparation payments, is paying not 
for reconstruction costs but for the arm- 
ament costs of its direct and indirect 
creditors. That is a simple, mathemat- 
ically verifiable truth. 

‘‘The allied debts to America amount 
to more than $10,000,000,000. The inter- 
est and amortization thereon amount 
to at least 2,500,000,000 gold marks an- 
nually. Slightly more, about 3,500,000, - 
000 gold marks, are demanded of Ger- 
many annually. But the cost of the 
military armaments will probably not 
be exaggerated if put at 12,000,000,000 
to 15,000,000,000 gold marks annually. 

‘Tf it is possible to reduce these arm- 


ament expenditures by even one-third, 
then will the non-German world save 
more money than it could ever expect 
from Germany, at the same time ob- 
taining better security of peace and bet- 
ter economic conditions.”’ 

Under impressions caused by the open- 
ing of the Washington conference and 
the Hughes program, the dollar fell and 
the mark rose sharply on the Boerse 
today, the market opening at 283 marks 
to the dollar and closing officially at 
255. The explanation on the Boerse was 
that ‘‘ the dollar is in tow of the Wash- 
ington conference.’ It is a tribute to 
the world-wide effect of the conference's 
opening that it was credited with caus- 
ing German paper marks to improve 
more than 10 per cent. in value. 

Another German impression laconic- 
ally told in the headlines on the confer- 
ence nesw in the National Gazette is 
‘‘Hughes the hero of the day,’’ with 
typical German corollary, ‘‘ And how 
about disarmament on land? It is miss- 
ing in the Hughes program.”’ The Teu- 
ton commentator was obviously think- 
ing of disarmament of the French army 
and the removal of French troops from 
the Rhine. 

The reactionary section of the press 

seeks either to belittle or cynically 
scorn the conference. The Agrarian 
Junker organ, the Deutsche Zeitung, 
says: 
. ‘*So far as the diminution of existing 
fleets is @oncerned, a sacrifice in real 
fighting power does not seem to be 
intended on any side. Actually the 
American program, despite high sound- 
ing words, is dictated by a strong, 
shrewdly calculated American egoism. 
The most important part of the Hughes 
program reminds us strongly of the pro- 
posed ‘naval holiday year’ between 
England and Germany before the war. 
One must be skeptical about an un- 
conditional agreement to a_ ten-year 
armament intermission. 

“It is possible that the sea powers 
will not attach decisive importance to 
continuing the building of certain types 
of warships, but that they would devote 
themselves to the development and con- 
struction of other types. Thus a limi- 
tation on the building of dreadnoughts 
will automatically result in an arma- 
ment rivalry for building submarines 
and airplanes. English and Japanese 
opinions indicate that some view the 
American proposals with strong distrust, 
although they employ the well-known 
pacifist phraseology so-as not to get in 
bad with home public opinion.’’ 

The Nationalist Tagliche Rundschau 
fastens on French press comment char- 
acterizing the Harding-Hughes policy 
as “neo Wilsonism.” It vents vitu- 
peration on Wilson, saying: 

‘* Wilsonism was a concept of the most 
hellish, lying, hypocrisy and dishonesty. 
Therefore, they cannot expect us Ger- 
mans to rejoice over an annunciation 
of a new Wilsonism. We are forced to 
view the Washington conference and its 
new Wilsonism under a quite special 
viewpoint... There is not a single laugh 
in it for us. 

‘“‘Our real interest in the Washington 
conference is determined by the fact that 
European questions will not be dis- 
cussed at all, at least that nothing will 
be said there about Europe which might 
displease much courted France. That 
is for us the whole content of new 
Wilsonism, and that is why France re- 
joices therein. At an Anglo-American 
wrestling match for the mastery of the 
seas the French are the tertium gau- 
dentes.

$500,000,000 to Scrap Ships. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (Associated 
Press).—Actual cost to the United States 
of the scrapping of the present naval 
program, naval officials estimated to- 
day, would be between $400,000,000 and 
$500,000,000, exclusive of any salvage 
plan that might reduce this total. In 
his statement to the Conference on Limi- 


tation of Armament Saturday, present- | 


ing the American proposal, Secretary 
Hughes said the work already done had 
cost $230,000,000, but these figures do 
not include costs incident to abandon- 
ment of the ships under construction. 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt said to- 
day that the American program would 
save the Government about $200,000,000 
in naval expenditures. The figure is thé 
difference between the total] cost of com- 
pletion of the ships, about $600,000,000, 
and what scrapping them all would cost. 
Included in the scrapping costs are al- 
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lowances for reimbursement of contrac- 
tors for work they have been compelled 
to do in their yards in preparation for 
the huse craft to be built. 


The End of the Battle Cruiser. 


The Washington conference will spell 
the end for battle cruisers as naval 
weapons, in the opinion of many naval 
officers here. It is not alone, it was 
said today, that the American pro- 
posals for naval reduction seem to tend 
toward elimination of these craft from 
future fleets, but aircraft developments 
and the battle of Jutland are held by 
some naval experts to have answered 
in the negative the theories on which 
battle cruiser construction was first 
undertaken. 

At best, however, it is now said, battle 
cruisers of the largest type yet planned 
would not exceed 35 knots speed, while 
aircraft capable of 100 knots, immune 
from attack by surface craft as long 
as they stayed high in air, and cheap 
of construction, can operate much more 
effectively when it is necessary to know 
what may lay behind an enemy screen.

In point of attendance there have been |

cent coronation of the horse. In spite 
of the dismal weather with its rain and

Particularly is 
this true of the evening attendance. 
Seated in the boxes erected low around 
the ring or in the reserved seats behind 
them, strolling around the promenade 
pr chatting on the piazza of the replica 
pf George Washington's mansion at 
, Mount Vernon, which forms the decora- 
tive scheme of the arena, many persons 
of prominence in social and professional 
circles were seen. 

Amid such a scene did the horse come 
back. What the spectacle lacked in 
humbers it more than made up in the 
brilliance of the assemblage. Smartly 
gowned women, bedecked in glittering 
jewels, men in conventional evening 
attire and men and women clad in riding 
togs, lent much color to a. setting 
that could scarcely be improved upon. 


Entry List Large. 


The show this year has attracted the 
largest number of entries of any in the 
last decade. ‘There are more than 2,200 
entries, as against 1,800 last year. And 
the gevgraphical scope equdis that of 
many of the évents that have already 
found their way into the annals of the 
classic.

Stretching to* the 
far end of the arena is’ what was the 
bowling green at Mount Vernon, and 
there, in the seeming distance, is a 
replica of the oJd school house. This is 
decorated with the Washington coat of 
arms. It serves a double purpose. Not 
only does it lend a pretty effect to the 


| general scene, but a portion of its front 
| is occupied by the board whereon the 


awards are posted and the score of the 
polo matches recorded. 

The American flag of the Revolutionary 
period adds colorfully to the decorative 
scheme, and, mingled with garlands of 
laurel, serves to cover the céiling of 
girders. Blue star lanterns top the tall 
poles aht surround the tan bark ring. 
They are further trimmed with stream- 
ers of red, white and blue. 


Cups on Display. 


As one enters the armory a striking 
garden effect gréets one. Green hedges 
cover the walls and trellis houses serve 
as ticket booths. Through the garden 
gates one can pass on to view the horses 
in their stalls. Up_a green runway is 
the arena, and, as the visitor passes 
from the runway to the floor of the 


arena, there, on the left, is a glass cabi- 
net in which are displayed the magnifi- 
cent plate to be awarded as prizes. It 
truly is an artigtic setting. And, beauti- 
ful as séttings of the past have been, 
is is no exaggeration to declare this 
the best. 

The tea reom was one of the chief 
peints of interest among those who in- 
vaded the home of the horse rags nes 
Ditf-rent hotels have agreed to supply 
all that is dispensed there without cost 
and the proceeds are to be donated to 
the Committee on Unemployment of the 
Associat.on for Improving the Condition 
of the Poor.

Nebraska Wrestler Disqualified 
on All Three Falls 
Garden Match.

State Commission Takes This Action 
and Holds Up His Share of Purse 
—Crowd Near Riot. 


Marin Plestina, giant Serbian wrestler, 
won on ag foul from John Pesek, Ne- 
braska heavyweight, last night in their 
catch-as-catch-can wrestling bout at 
Madison Square Garden. 

After he had forfeited two falls by 

| fouls and because of his continued foul- 
ing, Referee Johnny Fleeson disqualified 
Pesek and awarded the match to Ples- 
tina. The State Athletic Commission 
later announced that Pesek was barred 
for life from wrestling here because of 
) his objectionable work. 

Pesek forfeited the two falls through 

his fouling, the first disqualification 


coming in 11 minutes 19 seconds and the 
second in 24 minutes 4 seconds. The 
State Athletic Commission then or- 
dered tne announcement from. the ring 
that the men would ‘' wrestle to a fall 
no matter if it took all nignt.’’ The bout 
had proceded only 7 minutes and 5 sec- 
onds when, because of Pesek’s continued 
| fouling, Referee Fleeson stopped the 
match and left the ring. 
It was then announced that the State 
Athletic Commission endorsed the dis-

In the action leading up to the third 
and final disqualification of Pesek the 
match had reached a point where the 


anger of the crowd was at white heat | 


and a riot was in incipiency. Specta- 
tors in the first few rows in the ring- 
side section were yelling for the ref- 
eree to step from the ring, thus with- 
drawing official sanction from _ the 
match. They yelled for the Athletic 
Commission representatives to order the 
|} match stoped. 

Several of them, in their excitement, 
even left their chairs hurriedly and 
threatened to mount the ring platform 
| to check Pesek. The demonstration had 
'all the earmarks of a riot. The action 
'of the commission came not a bit too 
| soon. 


Debut for Plestina. 


| It was Plestina’s first real mat strug- 
‘gle in the local district. The bout was | 
|expected to support or blast the claims 
|of Plestina that he was being discrimi- 


inated against by the so-called ‘‘ trust.’’ 
; Pesek was selected as a suitable trial 
;medium to demonstrate the truth or 
ifalsity of the Serbian’s claims. As to 
'whether Plestina is a grappler of the} 
‘first rank or an ordinary exponent: of 
'the sport is a question which must go 
; unanswered for the present. 

The match offered no acceptable solu- 
!tion to the problem. It held too little of 
|interesting competition and too much of 
| everything that to the lover of true sport 

is wholly repugnant. Plestina had an 
opportunity to demonstrate great 
| strength, ability to resist his rival's 
|holds and a measure of agility surpris- 
ling in a man of his great physique. Out- 
tside of that it was a decidedly unsatis- 
factory spectacle. 

Pesek resorted to his foul work soon 

after the match started. His favorite 
, trick was gouging. The Nebraskan had 
a penchant for digging the thumb of his 
left hand into the right eye of Plestina, 
and he followed this course in such_ex- 
aggerated measur2s as to compel Ref- 
eree Fleeson to vaution him in the first 
fixe minutes. The men did not go to the 
mat once during the short time before 
Referee Fleeson first stopped the match. 
Pesek several times got a reverse head- 
lock enly to have Plestina break the hold 
| without difficulty. 

Between applications of this hold, as 
the men struggled on their feet, Pesek 
gouged repeatedly. ‘Tiring of gouging, 
Pesek resorted to butting, and several 
times jolted Plestina’s head back as the 
Nebraskan dove in head first. Finally, 
sfter 11 minutes 19 seconds, Referee 
Fleeson stepped between the grapplers 
and disqualified Pesek. * 

A great hue and cry went up in which 
hissing and booing predominated. After 
a minute of confusion it was announced 
that the commission ordered the forfeit- 
ure of a fall, and the match proceeded 
after an interval of five minutes. 


Pesek Continues Fouling. 


Pesek halted his objectionable work 
when the match was resumed, and after 
six minutes the pair went to the mat, 


Pesek on top as a result of a body hold 
and roll, with which he flopped Plestina. 
When he had his rival squatted, how- 
ever, Pesek didn’t know what to do 
with him. He hooked his crooked arm 
about Plestina’s chin several times 4n 
an effort to secure a hold, but Plestina 
resisted, evidently just biding his time 
until he felt like getting up. Finally 
Plestina stood erect and shook off his 
rival as if he was letting a bag of meal 
slip from his back. Pesek twisted his 
legs about the hedd_ in a _ flash- 
ing head scissors, which Plestina quickly 
shook off. 

Thereafter Pesek gouged and butted 
until Referee Fleeson again was forced 
to call a halt. After twenty-four min- 
utes and four seconds the referee again 
disqualified the Nebraskan and stepped 
from the ring. It was after this second 
disqualification that the announcement 
was made that the match would go all 
night to a fall if necessary. 

This knowledge seemed to act like a 
tonic on Pesek. He became more daring 
in his fouls and more steadily pursued 
his objectionable tactics. He repeatedly 
crashed into Plestina, head bent low 
and obviously for only one purpose. 
The Serbian’s head .was continually 
jolted back, but he never said a word. 
Grimly Plestina slugged and mauled at 
his rival, his fairness intensified im- 
measurably through Pesek’s fouling. 
Pesek butted and gouged, gouged and 
butted, and the crowd’s temper. rose 
with each successive butt and poke of 
the thumb. Finally after 7 minutes 5 
seconds, and when the crowd was mov- 
ing threateningly about the ringside in 
demands that the disgusting spectacle 
be halted, Referee Fleeson stepped be- 
tween the pair and stopped the bout. 

Carl Johnson, a middleweight, and 
Mertin Ludecke, a light heavyweight, 
went to a draw in the opening match. 
This test was billed for twenty minutes 
for one fall. It went its scheduled dis- 
tance, during which time Johnson, 
weighing 15314 rounds, was the aggres- 
sor. Ludecke weighed 17814 pounds and 
his size and great strength enabled him 
to withstand Johnson’s steady offense. 

In the second bout, Nat Pendleton, 
former international amateur heavy- 
weight champion, defeated Chief New- 
berry, Indian grappler, who was for- 
merly a Syracuse football player, This 
match was for two falls Within 9 «imited 
time allowance of thirty minutes. Pen- 
dleton flopped his rival for the first fall 
in 17:52, with a bar hold and reverse 
head lock.

They affect the person- 
nel of the navy, its numbers, its char- 
acter; they deeply concern great 
plants engaged in the manufacturing 
of armor plate and other materials for 
ship construction; they involve con- 
tractors having millions at stake.

THE AIRCRAFT PROBLEM. 


As might have been expected, Ad- 
miral Sir Percy Scorr, who pro- 
neunced the doom of the capital ship 
in 1914, has only. one comment to 
make upon the American proposals to 
limit naval armaments: ‘‘ The princi- 
‘* pal matter is whether we shall build 
“more warships or not. Owing to the 
“changed conditions of naval and 
“ gerial warfare, building battleships is 
‘“‘a policy of the insane.” In the Brit-~- 
ish Admiralty’s ‘‘ Notes on Naval 
Policy,” published eighteen months 
ago, it was said that the réle of air- 
craft was ‘“‘ that of an auxiliary and 
‘*not of a substitute for the capital 
** ship,” which was declared to be “ the 
unit on which sea power is built up.” 
Nevertheless: ‘‘ It is possible to fore- 
“see tremendous developments in the 
‘“gir which may revolutionize even- 
** tually our present conception of sea 
‘“‘ warfare and sea strategy.” This 
admission was made by the British 
Acmiralty early in 1920. 

A few months later the German 
creadnought Ostfriesland, a spoil of 
war, was sunk by bombing army (not 
navy) airplanes off the Virginia 
Capes. Other surrendered German 
warships, including a cruiser, were 
also sent to the bottom. In a report 
of the tests General WILLIAM MITCHELL. 
contended that ‘“‘ had the army air 
“service been permitted to attack as 
‘* it desired, none of the seacraft woula 
“ have lasted ten minutes in service-

**to prescribe limits for naval war- 
fare.” But it was recommended that 
** the total tonnage of airplane carriers 
“shall be as follows: 
‘* 80,000 tons; Great Britain, 80,000 
‘‘tons; Japan, 48,000 tons.” So an 
attempt was made to limit the num- 
ber of planes that could be used as 
auxiliaries to the fleets of the three 
sea Powers.

The United States has not only been 
slow to manufacture airplanes for 
commercial purposes, but has’ been 
backward in providing the navy with 
fast carriers. Obviously for its own 
interests the problem of limiting naval 
aircraft should be grappled with at the 
Washington conference. The alterna- 
tive should be the rapid development 
of commercial aviation. 


REAL TAX REVISION. 


The general popular .enthusiasm for 
the official proposals of naval reduc- 
tion ought to be notice and warning to 
Congress. The people all over the 
country hope to be relieved largely of 
the crushing continuous burden of 
Federal taxation. Should the official 
program be carried out substantially 
and the Federal navy appropriations 
be decreased for ten years at least by 
a considerable amount, which some 
statisticians are estimating, rather 
prematurely, at $200,000,000 a year, 
the supple politicians, always ready to 
throw away the taxpayers’ money in 
consideration of hoped-for votes, will 
try to spend the savings and billions 
more on bonuses to veterans. The 
people won’t stand it. The ardor with 
which they welcome the prospect’ of 
lower Federal taxes would be changed 
into an equal ardor of wrath against 
men who, without cause. or. reason 
other than class vote-catching, would 
scatter vast sums not for the just 
relief of disabled veterans but, prin- 
cipally, as a gratuity and political 
bounty to millions of sturdy young 
men. 

The strength of the popular desire 
for the cutting of naval expenses, the 
national perception of the necessity of 
economy, ought to stir Congress, and 
pre-eminently the Republicans in Con- 
gress, to do something to redeem the 
Republican promises of 1920, to pass 
a genuine tax revision bill, to relieve 
and encourage business, to give it a 
chance to be revivified with new cap- 
ital. The Senate scheme of surtaxes 
scaled up to a maximum of 50. per 
cent. simply grabs from salaried, pro- 
fessional and business men a large 
part of their income; gives the Gov- 
ernment the surplus of that income 
which otherwise would be used to keep 
up or enlarge business and employ 
labor and produce goods. Unemploy- 
ment is large already. This is the 
way to make it larger. The very fat 
incomes go into tax-exempt securities. 
It is the notorious fact that taxes of 
more than 25 or 380 per ‘cent. yield 
less instead of greater revenue. In 
their Populistic zeal to ‘* punish 
wealth,’’ the advocates of higher sur~ 
taxes are ready to rob business, labor, 
agriculture, industry, even the Gov- 
ernment itself. The House should at 
least insist upon the retention of its 
32 per cent. maximum, though that 
is too high. 

It is heartening to see that Senator 
Smoot is going to keep up his fight 
for the enactment of the sales tax, the’ 
simplest, ‘mos équitable and. just. of 
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taxes, and a sure producer of revenue. 
Mr. Smoot recalls the fact that seven 
or eight years ago he was the only 
member of the Senate in favor of the 
sales tax. When his sales tax amend- 
ment to the Fordney bill was beaten 
last week, though there were but 
twenty-five affirmative votes in its 
favor, ‘‘ there were in fact thirty- 
‘‘ five or more votes, several of the 
‘* paired votes not being cast ’’; and 
the day before the Democratic caucus 
had instructed the Democratic Sena- 
tors to vote No. The agricultural 
bloc and the Democrats are still blind; 
but the forces of common sense and 
sound thinking grow every day. 
Senator Smoot promises to reintro- 
duce his sales tax plan at the next 
session and into every Congress until 
it is passed. He says frankly that he 
can’t regard the Senate’s revenue bill 
‘‘ as such a revision as the people of 
‘* the United States had a right to an- 
**ticipate.”’ The Republicans will 
learn that fact at the polls next Fall 
unless they can unite soon, even at 
the eleventh hour, upon. a measure 
greatly changed from the. delusive, 
hollow and ineffectual attempts which 
they have made so far. To a sales 
tax Congress must come at last. ” The 
growth of an obscure minority opinion 
in favor of this plan to what now 
seems to be a majority opinion is ex- 
traordinary and speaks highly for the 
popular intelligence. Some day Con- 
gress will catch up with the country. 


THE PHANTOM FLEET. 


The picture of the lamed and broken 
President who was Commander-in- 
Chief of the American forces ,during 
the great war following toward his 
turial the Unknown Soldier who sym- 
bolized the sacrifices of that war 
made a supremely pathetic end of a 
chapter which, beginning with a rubric 
of blood, has written into the world’s 
history more woe than any other re- 
membered by mankind, even though 
its sufferings and valors will make 
“* everlasting music for the song of 
earth and heaven.” 

The picture of our post-war Presi- 
dent, fresh from the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier, with its “ rich encere- 
ments,” and facing the ‘‘ spokesmen 
of nations” at the ‘‘ table of inter- 
national understanding and good-will,” 
makes a supremely hopeful beginning 
of the new chapter for which his ad- 
dress is as a golden illuminated initia: 
—a chapter in which are to be writ- 
ten, if the promise of that initial 
speech is kept: the ‘“ avowals of a 
world conscience ’; the benign results 
of the ‘‘ application of the better at- 
tributes of mankind ” to the minimiz- 
ing of our international faults; the 
wholesome effects of the ‘‘mergence of 
minds ” in banishing misunderstand- 
ings; the. lightening of human eco- 
nomic burdens; and a ‘“‘ music of re- 
joicing ” transcending that which rose 
from the world's valiant suffering and 
victory. 

All this lofty and worthy sentiment 
would, however, have left the opening 
day of the conference with only s# 
vague hope instead of a definite ex- 
pectation had not the Secretary of 
State at once supported the appeal for 
‘‘ less of armament and none of war “ 
with a specific proposal, of the Presi- 
dent’s sanctioning, for carrying these 
ardent national desires into effect. 

In HomMeEr’s account in the Iliad are 
preserved the lists of the ships drawn 
up on the enemy shore—ships by num- 
ber with black ribs, or dark hulls, or 
scarlet prows. But a list that would 
better deserve to be remembered by 
future history and epic verse would be 
the roster of ships dragged out of the 
deep and destroyed or kept from 
launching as a result of this confer- 
ence—the “ scrapped,” the unborn, or 
the unchristened ships—the Phantom 
Fleet that will help to keep the peace 
of the world. 


ANOTHER MOBILIZATION. 

** Mobilization ’’ has a militaristic 
association. It is, in usual definition, 
an orderly moving forward together to 
arms. It is significant of the hopeful 
changing attitude of men’s minds that 
Mr. GompeErs, in calling a national 
conference for the organization of a 
committee with reference to the limita- 
tion of armaments, uses ‘‘ mobiliza- 
tion ’’ in association with a movement 
that looks toward lessened armament 
and ‘‘ measures for the prevention of 
war and the removal of its. causes.’’ 
He has succeeded in bringing repre- 
sentatives of labor and of the profes- 
sions and occupations generally into a 
committee broadly representative of 
American democracy, and has called 
them to lead in the ‘‘ effective mobilf- 
zation ’’ of public opinion ‘‘ along 
American lines.’’ 

Under the chairmanship of Oscar 8. 
Straus, this committee undertakes not 
only to inform public opinion as to the 
moral and economic advantages of 
hmiting armament, but also, as Mr. 
Srraus says, ‘* to mobilize that opin- 
‘‘fon against any group which should 
‘* seek to bring undue pressure in any 
‘* way on the policies of the American 
** delegation,’’ whose determinations, 
however wise, must have at last the 
approval of the public if anything is 
te come of them. The object is solely 
to help the conference to a successful 
conclusion; that is, a conclusion which 
will have a sufficient informed pub- 
lic sentiment back of it to make it a 
conclusion in fact, instead of one in 
name merely. 

Moreover, this committee should be 
a channel through which the senti- 
ments of other peoples should find 
opportunity. to reach.

public discussion. Neither was it the 
question whether voluntary parenthood 
is to be condemned or commended as 
compatible or incompatible with mo- 
rality, for or against public policy. 
Those are interesting and even impor- 
tant questions, and regarding the an- 
swers to them opinions vary widely and 
honestly. 

When a Police Captain appeared in the

j was presented—the question of what, in 
oe circumstances, it was the duty of 
the good citizen to do when the Cap- 
'tain, told the people outside of the 
it and those 
| already in to go out. To that question 
| there is only one answer—they should 
have obeyed, promptly and quietly. 

Instead,’ they acted not a little as 
would have done a crowd of anarchists. 
They started a riot—not a very fierce 
riot, to be sure, but it created a scene 
of considerable disorder, in which there 
| were several possibilities of severe in- 
| jury to many persons. For this, people 
claiming to be rather more intelligent 
than the majority had no excuse. They 
felt that they had been wronged; per- 
haps they were wronged; but‘they had 
| their remedy under the law, and if the 
|} police had exceeded or misused their 
|large power of discretion there were 
courts ready and willing to punish them. 

As it was, they gave the police justi- 
fication for making against them the 
technical charge of disorderly conduct. 


Resistance 


As Secretary HUGHES 
knew that every word of 
the speech he made on 
Saturday would receive 
careful study all over the 
world, it is a little surprising that the 
one phrase he borrowed from a foreign 
language he should have used in a way 
that was unusual to a degree that made 
it-not exactly wrong, but near enough 
to wrong to arrest attention and mo- 
mentarily distract it from the subject 
matter. cf the speech. 

‘““Armament A l’outrance” is compre- 
hensible, of course, even for people with 
nothing to be called knowledge of the 
French language; that is, everybody 
will know that what the Secretary had 
in mind was the building of warships 
to the very limit of a nation’s ability; 
but invariably, or almost invariably, 
hitherto, the connotation of the words 
has been with something more violent 
than the mere building of ships. Had 
fighting with them been under con- 
sideration, ‘‘a l’outrance’’ would have 
been all right if the determination on 
one side or the other or both had been 
to continue the battle to the bitterest 
of ends—to victory or destruction, and 
surrender out of the question. In days 
of old, when knights were bold, they 
fought that way—sometimes, and they 
probably were the inventors of the locu- 
tion. It is much like our ‘‘ war to the 
knife and the knife to the hilt,” but 
never was nor is it—except in this in- 
stance by Secretary HuGHES—applied to 
preparatory measures taken with a 
view to such fighting. 

Perhaps, as Vicror Huco said when 
somebody told him that a word he used 
never bad been French, ‘‘It will be 
now.’”’ 

At the present moment our Secretary 
of State can make new linguistic rules 
if he chooses and can create ‘ good 
usage’ without any help from other 
people. 


Putting 
Strain on 
a Phrase. 


At many international 
conferences in the past 
French ‘has been the 

only language used by 
by English. the delegates at their 
meetings—for the good reason that. 
there was no. other that all of them 
knew. In more recent years it has been 
the custom to establish intercommunica- 
tion between the delegates by means of 
interpreters, and usually it was the 
English who had most need of such ser- 
vices. 

In. Washington the situation has 
changei. The one language that almost 
all of the delegates know is not French, 
but English, and if it were not for the 
French delegates there would be no 
need to call in an interpreter for any- 
body. 

in this the Frenchmen will see a threat 
that not for long will their admirable 
tongue retain the proud distinction of 
being ‘‘the language of diplomacy.” 
Perhaps it already has lost that distinc- 
tion, in actuality if not in theory. 

From.one point of view this is to be 
regretted. The change imposes upon the 
statesmen and representatives of the 
world’s several nations the task of learn-

an extremely difficult one, instead of 
one that is comparatively easy to ac- 
quire.

AFTER THE BOLSHEVIKI. 


Not Anarchy but a Real Democracy 
Will Come, Says M. Millukov. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
In the report of my address before the 
Civic Forum at the Town Hall, printed 
in your esteemed publication today, 
there is an unfortunate error which I 
hope you will permit me to correct, 
Your report quotes me as saying that 
the population of Russia ‘‘ cannot be ex- 
pected to rise and work out its own 
salvation. If the Bolsheviki» go, the 
alternative is that their place will be 
taken by reactionaries, or else that Rus- 
sia will dissolve into chaos."’ I really 
said this, but it was not an expression of 
my own opinion with regard to the Rus- 
sian situation. I repeated in these 
words the argument usually forwarded 
by the Bolshevist sympathizers and the 
Bolshevist propagandists, which I en- 
deavored to’ present fairly in order to 
make a complete answer to their argu- 
ment. I answered it in my address be- 
fore the Civic Forum as follows: 
**Seme people assert that, together 
with the bourgeoisie, all the liberal 
groups of intellectuals are thoroughly 
exterminated by the Bolshevist terror 
and nothing is left in Russia besides an 
amorphous mass of uneducated and un- 
awakened people, unable to act political- 
ly. We have reason to think that this 
view is mistaken. To prove this, I wish 
to quote a fact universally known, the 
story of the Moscow Non-Communist 
Famine Committee. 
‘The creation of this committee elicit- 
ed such a reveberation both inside and 
outside of Russia that the Bolsheviki be- 
came frightened. Provincial branches 
of the Moscow committee sprang up 
everywhere and began to be regarded by 
the population as organs of new admin- 
istration intended to take the place of 
the Bolshevist ones. Finally, the Bol- 
sheviki decided to put a speedy -end to 
the experiment which proved for them 
so dangerous. 
‘““You can see from that fact that 
even at present Russia is not a desert 
and that elements of organization can 
still be found wherever you go. You 
may find everywhere, by the side of 
Ggestruction and ruin, germs of new life. 
Under that heavy cloak of Bolshevist 
uniformity Russia is alive and not dead, 
in spite of all her miseries and suffer- 
ings. You can see, therefore, how mis- 
taken is the view that a state of an- 
archy and chaos is bound to follow when 
the bonds of Bolshevist power are re- 
moved. Elements of new power, the 
nuclei of new governmental structure, 
are to be found everywhere in the coun- 
try and they can crystallize at any mo- 
ment as liquid crystallizes under a cer- 
tain degree of temperature. 
‘It may happen that in more than 
one place local centres of power will 
be formed and that they will unite at 
some later stage. Under the present 
state of Russia’s dismemberment it 
would only be natural and would even 
m an a sound reaction against the for- 
mer state of excessive centralization. 
Russia can only win through that proc- 
ess of local differentiation. Focuses of 
new individualized life will rise above 
that monotonous and uniform level of 
Russia's boundless plain. From a 
‘colossus on feet of clay,’ an empire of 
the Eastern style, Russia will be trans= 
formed into a living compound of: na- 
tional and regional units, having come 
to a compact on the basis of equality, 
freedoin and federal unity. Thus Rus- 
sia will be healed from what was one of 
the chief causes of her constitutional 
weakness.”’ 

While I do not belleve that anarchy 
and chaos will follow the downfall of 
the Bolshevist rule, which by logic of life 
and history is approaching its end, I do 
believe in the danger of monarchist ac- 
tivities in Russia. To be sure, the 
monarchists are not popular, and a mon- 
archist restoration in Russia could not 
be lasting. Nevertheless, the reaction- 
aries can do a great deal of harm and 
mischief. The Russian monarchist 
groups are active in organizing their 
forces abroad, being supported in this 
work by German reactionaries who look 
forward to the restoration of monarchy 
in Russia, hoping to follow it up by a 
similar coup d'état in Germany. Their 
dream is a German-Russian combination 
with the idea of revanche against West- 
ern Europe. 

We Russian democrats are struggling 
egairst this danger with all our strength. 


We consider it our prime task at this 
moment.to organize the forces of the 
Russian democracy against the reaction- 
aries, and to be ready to actively oppose 
their efforts at the moment of the Bol- 
shevist downfall.

May I. not join with others in telling 
you how much interest is being aroused 
by the serial publication of Mr. Tu- 
multy’s “Woodrow Wilson as I Know 
Him’’? To be sure, no “revelations” 
thus far in regard to acts or even 
motives have been unknown to those 
who have had eyes to read and ears to 
hear. But it always enlarges one’s 
mental horizon and quickens one’s pulses 
to read one more account of a great 
man’s career—in this instance a more 
intimate one than any published hitherto. 
And then, too, there is always the 
possibility that, as the result of each 
new recital of the simple facts, those 
of Mr. Wilson’s critics whose suggestion 
is based on ignorance rather than on 
partisan malice or perverted egotism 
may see their way clear to recast their 
estimate of the man who led his country 
so brilliantly through four years of do- 
mestic reconstruction (contrast, for ex- 
ample, Mr. Wilson's first Congress and 
the present one), and then go gallantly 
through four years of world-wide war 
and confusion (recall, for example, that 
Mr. Wilson's masterful diplomacy, quite 
as much as General Foch’s masterful 
strategy, won the war in 1918). Finally, 
he led his country to catch his own 
vision of ‘‘ America in the world’s ser- 
vice ’’—a vision which sinister forces kept 
from being realized in terms of practical 
duty, while they forced America to re- 
linquish her destiny as the champion 
of the world's aspirations and through 
these latter dreary months of futility 
to turn to selfish interests, or at best to 
a blind leadership of the blind. Mr. 


Tumulty’s account may thus be of real 
value in helping to reform public opin- 
jon, if America is yet: to find herself, 
in that he so vividly presents the per- 
sonality of him who with clear brain 
and generous heart first caught sight of 
the gleam and fell wounded as he rallied 
his countrymen to the pursuit.

One of the most important of the por- 
traits, from the historical point of view, 
is Pieter Vanderlyn's portrait of Jo- 
hannes van Vechten, the first portrait to 
be publicly shown with attribution to 
this ancestor of John Vanderlyn. it 
was not until October, 1921, that Pieter 
Vanderlyn was named in the bulletin 
of the New York Historical Society as 
the painter of New York State portraits 
long unrecognized. His subject in the 
present instance is one to call for his 
highest powers, a stately person of ob- 
vious importance in a plain costume, 
standing by an open window. Stiff, 
metallic, uncompromising, there is nev- 
ertheless an air of authority and dis- 
tinction in the figure that enables it 
to bear comparison with the work of 
the famous and much more expert 
Copley. 

Copley is represented in the exhibition 
by a mild portrait of Jeremiah Taylor, 
an English surgeon; Sully by a juicy 
and florid portrait of the American sur- 
geon Dr, William Gibson; John Smibert 
by a superb portrait of Governor Wil- 
liam Shirley, and Stuart by a portrait 
of James Patton Preston. Other 
artists are Francis Alexander, BEB. D. 
Marchant, Henry Inman, Charles Bird 
King, ‘Thomas Hicks,. Samuel F. B. 
Morse, Daniel Huntington, John Neagle, 
Rembrandt Peale and Elias Metcalfe.

At the American Art Galleries. 


Two interesting exhibitions are open 
at the American Art Galleries this week, 
one an exhibition of the endlessly popu- 
lar and entertaining color prints of Ja- 
pan, made for the public and enjoye 
by the public, although now become an 
affair of special collection; the othe: 


an exhibition of ancient armor directe:i 
chiefly to the attention of experts in 
that uncrowded field. 

The Japanese prints are from the col- 
lection of William S. and John YT. 
Spaulding of Boston. They are chiefly 
duplicate impressions acquired througn 
the habit of these collectors of buying 
small collections en bloc in order to 
secure the rare specimens desired by 
them. <A considerable number of prints 
by the Utagawa artists of the nineteenth 
century formed part of Professor Fenel- 
losa’s collection and were brought to- 
gether with the intention of securing 
unusual specimens that should repre- 
sent the artists at their best. Among 
the notable nineteenth century prints are 
Hiroshige’s ‘‘Plum Garden at Ka- 
meido,”’ with a delicately red sky in- 
stead of the burning bush effect usually 
given, and the beautiful ‘* Travelers 
Approaching the Station in a Snow- 
storm ’’; several actor portraits by the 
admirable designer Katsukawa Shunyel, 
and a ‘‘ Shinto Ceremony,” by Hokusai, 
a surimono from the period when the 
artist signed his name “‘ Shinsai,’”’ a 
signature that later he gave to his pupil 
Masayuki. 

There are also a rare and important 
hand-colored print by  Toyonobu_ and 
three Kyoto views by Hishikawa Moro- 
nobu, the first of the print designers, 
who died toward the end of the seven- 
teenth century. Many of the most inter- 
esting specimens are from the collection 
of Frederick W. Gookin, who also writes 
the catalogue. 

The collection of authentic ancient 
arms and armor is vouched for by 
Bashford Dean, who says in the cata- 
logue, ‘‘ False objects I am sure there 
are none.” It is a_ collection that 
should attract much attention as it con- 
tains about fifty types which never have 
been found in a public sale on this side 
of the water, two suits of armor of 
the ‘‘ Gothic” type found between 1300 
and 1500 and an important suit from 
the Maximilian period dating roundly 
between 1500 and 1535. Many_of. the 
objects are considered by Mr. Dean of 
artistic merit and museum importance, 
and he recalls only four previous sales 
of European arms and armor! in this 
country of at all similar importance.

ENDED JULY 2, 1921 


President’s Proclamation De-: 


clares That Peace Dates From 
Signing of Joint Resolution. 


WAR CLAIMS ARE AFFECTED 


Yesterday’s Action Chiefly Re- 
lates to These and to Other 
Legal Considerations. 


NO BEARING ON DIPLOMACY 


Germany Has Been Free to Send 
Ambassador Since Nov. 11—Talk 
of Houghton for Berlin. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—War be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
was declared to have terminated July 
2, 1921, by a proclamation signed by 
President Harding this afternoon. 

Thus it is officially announced that 
the state of war with Germany ended 
at the hour when the President placed 
his signature, at Raritan, N. J., to a 
jofat resolution of Congress, and that, 
without knowing it, the United States 
has actually been at peace,for the last 
four months and twelve days. 

The President signed the peace procla- 
snation at 3:52 this afternoon on his 
return to the White House Executive 
Offices from the laying of the corner- 
stone of the George Washington Me- 
mortal Building and Victory Memorial, 
Immediately after, the documént was 
taken across the street to ‘the State 
Department, where the Great Seal of the 
United States was affixed, and *copies 
of the proclamation were given out. 

Included in the proclamation is the 
text of the treaty signed with Germany 
in Berlin on Aug. 25, the text of which 
already has’ been made public. 

Following is the text of the procla- 
mation: 


BY THE PESIDENT OF TRE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


A Proclamation. 


Whereas by a joint resolution of 
Congress approved March 3, 1921, it 
was declared that certain acts of Ccn- 
gress, joint resolutions and proclama- 
tions should be construed as if the 
war between the United States of 
America and the Imperial German 
Government had ended, but certain 
acts of Congress and proclamations 
issued in pursuunce thereof were ex- 
peeted from the operation of the said 
resolution ; 


Whereas by a joint resolution of 
Congress approved July 2, 1921, the 
state of war which was declared by 
the joint resolution of Congress ap- 
proved April 6, 1917, to exist between 
the United Statees of America and the 
‘mperial German Government was 
detiared at an end; 

Whereas a treaty between the 
United States and Germany was 
signed at Berlin on Aug. 25, 1921, to 
restore the friendly relations existing 
between the two nations prior tc the 
outbreak of war, Which treaty is word 
for word as follows: 

{Here is given the text of the treaty.] 

And whéreas the said treaty has 
been duly ratified on both parts, and 
the ratifications of the two countries 
oy exchanged at Berlin on Nov. 11, 

Vow, therefore, be it known that I, 
Warren G. Harding, President of the 
United States of America, hereby pro- 
claim that the war between the United 
States and Germany terminated on 
July 2, 1921, and cause the said treaty 
to be made public to the end that 
every article and clause thereof may 
be observed and fulfilled with good 
faith by the United States and the 
citizens thereof. 

™ witness whereof I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the seal of 
the United States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, 
this fourtcenth day of November, one 
‘housand nine hundred and twenty- 
one, and of the Independence of the 
United States of America the one 
hundred and forty-sixth. 

WARREN G. HARDING.

State. 


Proclamation Ends Controversies. 


This proclamation terminates the ques- 
tion and controversies aroused over the 
relations between this country and Ger- 
Many caused by the: passage of an un- 
precedented Congressional resolution de- 
claring war to be at an end. Ever 
since President Harding signed this res- 
olution last Juiy at the cotthtry home 
of Senator Josep: 5s. Frelinghuysen at 
Raritan, N. J., the question had been 
raised whether it required executive 


Lromulgation, as is the custom after 

treaty ratification. 

The slanting of a treaty with Germany 
in Berlin. Aug. 25, containing certain 
exeeptions to the provisions of the Vem 
sailles Treaty, and its subsequent rati- 
fication on Armistice Day, however. 
raised the point once more as to the date 
when technical war between the two 
countries ceased. 

Today’s preclamation, aside from the 
d¢mand that clauses of the Berlin treaty 
Be obseryed by the United States and its 
citizens, declares nothing else than that 
war .ended July 2, the date the joint 
Congressional resolution was signed. It 
does not declare repealed legislation 
adopted only for the duration of the 
war, because of the fact that this mat- 
ter \was settled March 3, 1921, by the 
signature of another joint Congressional 
resolution. The main effect of today’s 
proclamation is that for the purposes 
of war claims and other legal affa'‘rs 
connected with the war it definitely es- 
tablishes the fact that war terminated 
with the signature of the joint resolu- 
tion July 2 and not with the ratifica- 
tion of the Berlin treaty Nov. 11. 

Thus the United States was at 
war with Germany for four years two 
months and. twenty-six days, of which 
two years seven months and twenty-one 
days were a period of armistice.

July 2, 1921—Signature of the joint res- 
olution declaring the war ended. 

Aug. 25; 1921—Signature of the Treaty 
of Berlin. 

Noy, 11, 1921 — Ratification of the 
Treaty of Berlin. 

Treaties with Austria and Hungary 
not having been ratified, today’s procla- 
mation made no mention of these two 
countries, and technically the United 
States is still at war with.them.

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Veteran of 92 Wants to Die 
Under Name He Used in War

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Nov. 14.— 
Robert Ludlow Livingston, an in- 
mate of Orange Farm Almshouse, 
who is nearly 92 years old, appeared 
before County Judge Wiggins at 
Goshen today asking that his name 
be changed to ‘‘ Matts Green,’’ the 
name by which he went in the Civil 
War, when he enlisted and served 
on the Portsmouth as a gunner, re- 
ceiving an honorable discharge Nov. 
6, 1864. 

He says he enlisted under the name 
of Green because his relatives were 
prominent and would have tried to 
prevent him from serving if he had 
given his right name. He is now 
anxious to be able to legally bear the 
name he took then and die under 
that name.

No Bearing on Diplomatic Relations. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (Associated 
Press).—The proclamation issued by the 
President today has no bearing on the 
resumption of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
State Department officials asserting that 
the exchange of ratification in itself re- 
stored such diplomatic relations. Just 
when Germany will resume her old diplo- 
matic status in Washington is not known 
to officials here, but it is expected that 


Baron Edmund Thermann, former Coun- 
selor of the German Legation at Buda- 
pest, will soon arrive in Washington 
to arrange for the technical installa- 
tion of a German Embassy. 

Press dispatches from Germany have 
indicated that the Government was havy- 
ing difficulty in finding a suitable ap- 
pointée to the Washington Ambassador- 
ship in view of the expense through dif- 
ference in exchange rates. It has been 
suggested that Germany might for a 
time be content with a Chargé d’Af- 
faires, but such a suggestion has not 
been officially communicated to the 
American State Department. 

President Harding for some time has 
had under consideration the names of 
several possibilities as Ambassador to 
Germany, and it is understood that Rep- 
resentative Alanson B. Houghton of New 
York is first in the President’s mind in 
that connection. . 


CALLS SHIPPING: BOARD 
‘GREATEST CALAMITY’ 


Senator Calder Opens Marine 
Show, Lauding Hughes’s Pro- 
posal and Favoring Trade 
Routes. 


United States Senator William M. 
Calder, speaking last night at.the open- 
ing of the Marine Exposition at the 
Central Mefcantile Building, Eighteenth 


Street near Sixth Avenue, spoke in fa-'! 


vor of an increased merchant marine 
and a reduction in naval armaments. 
He expressed his indorsement of Sec-= 
retary Highes’s proposition. If it is 
adopted by England and Japan, he said, 
the conference will probably encourage 
America to increase the size of its mer- 
chant ships. 

The Marine Show was officially opened 
at 7 o’clock when President Harding in 
Washingtor pressed a telegraph key. 
The lights were dimmed at the signal 
and a bell in the exhibit of the Navy 
Department was sounded. The Presi- 
dent also sent a telegram to Colonel E. 
A. Simmons, President of the Marine 


Equipment Association of America, un- 
der whose auspices the exposition is 
being held, expressing his hope that 
the efforts of those engaged in pro- 
moting the American merchant marine 
meet with success. 

Senator Calder condemned the Ship- 
ping Board, declaring its continuance 
the greatest calamity that has befallen 
American shipping. The board should 
consider that it has: a mandate to put 
itself out of business; if it does not, 
Congress will find the means to do so, 
he said. 

Senator Calder urged the establish- 
ment of trade routes. Vessels not suit- 
able to America should not be given 
away but should be sold, he said, the 
better vessels to American companies 
to be operated under our flag at a price 
and on terms looking toward their con- 
tinued operation. 


TIGHE BACK IN THE TOMBS. 


Excessive Cigarette Smoking Men- 
tioned in Bellevue Report. 


Dr. M. S. Gregory of Bellevue Hos- 
pital yesterday reported to Judge’ Mc- 
Intyre in General Sessions, on the con- 
dition of Charles L. Tighe, former De- 
tective Sergeant, who was convicted of 
beating a woman and was sentenced to 
two to four years in Sing Sing. Tighe 
had been taken from the Tombs to 


Bellevue for examination. Dr. Gregory 
in his report says: 

“After careful examination and ob- 
servation of this man we find that he 
is neither insane nor a mental defective. 
On his admission to this hospital he was 
somewhat nervous, fearful, suspicious 
and seemed to suffer from hallucina- 
tions of sight and hearing, fancying 
that he was seeing imaginary pictures 
and figures and hearing imaginary 
voices. Physically he exhibited evidences 
of toxaemia. Within three days after 
his admission, under treatment, these 
symptoms disappeared. 

‘The symptoms enumerated above are 
characteristic of a case of toxic 
delirium, which may be caused by infec- 
tion, various auto-intoxication and fre- 
quently by alcoholic excesses, and cc- 
casionally by excessive smoking, &c. 
Tighe admits smoking cigarettes to ex- 
cess, but absolutely denies the use of 
alcoholic beverages ‘during the pas 
three years. ”’ 

Sheriff Knott, by_order of Judge Mc- 
Intyre, returned ‘Tighe to the City 
Prison last night pending a hearing by 
the Supreme Court on his application 
for a new trial.

THE LUSITANIA 


“In God’s Name, How Could Any Nation Calling Itself Civilized Purpose So Horrible a Thing?” — 
His Explanation of Why He Did Not Favor Going to War at That Time 


WOODROW WILSON AS I KNOW HIM

Yesterday’s instalment described the 
exciting election night of 1916 and the 
beginning of Wilson’s neutrality, which 
Mr. Tumulty regarded as a policy dic- 
tated by the head, not: by the heart. 


CHAPTER XXVI.

NEUTRALITY. 


VERY sympathizer with Germany 
pursued the President relent- 
lessly with insistent demand that 
England should be brought to 
book for the unreasonable char- 

acter ofthe blockade which she was 
carrying on against our commerce on 
the high seas. The President in every 
diplomatic way possible préssed Amer- 
ica’s claims against England, but these 
demands did not satisfy the German 
sympathizers throughout the country, 
who covertly sought to bring about a 
real breach between the two countries. 
Even I felt that we should go further 
in our demands upon England’ than the 
President seemed willing to go. 

The pressure upon us at the White 
House for satisfaction at the hands of 
England grew more intense with each 
day. I recall a’ conversation I had with 
the President shortly. before the Con- 
gressional elections when the President's 
political enemies were decrying his kind 
treatment of England and excoriating 
him for the stern’: manner in which he 
was holding Germany to strict account- 
ability for her actlons. This conversa- 
tion was held while we were on board 
the Presidential train on our way to the 
West. After dinner one evening I 
tactfully broached the subject of the 
British blockade and laid before the 
President the use our enemies were 
making of his patient action toward 
England. My frank criticism deeply 
aroused him. Replying to me, 
pitilessly attacked those who were 
criticising him for ‘‘letting up on 
Great Britain.’’ Looking across 
table at me, he.said: 
the demands that are daily being made 
upon me by my friends for more vigor- 
ous action against England in the mat- 
ter of the blockade; I am aware also 
of the sinister political purpose that Hes 
back of many of these demands. Many 
Senators’,and Congressmen who urge 
radical action against England are 


thinking only of German votes in their} 


districts and are not thinking of the 
world crisis that would inevitably oc- 
cur should there be an. actual breach at 
this time between England and America 
over the blockade.’’ 


Refusal to Hamper England. 


Then looking squarely at me, he said: 
I have gone to_the very limit in 
pressing our’ claims upon England and 
in urging the British Foreign . Office 
to modify the blockade. Walter Page, 
our Ambassador to England, has placed 
every emphasis upon our insistence that 
something be done, and something will 
be done; but England, now in the 
throes of a great war crisis, must at 
least be given a chance to adjust these 
matters. Only a few days ago Mr. Page 
wrote me a most interesting letter, de- 
scribing the details of a conference he 
had had with Sir Edward Grey, the 
British Foreign Secretary, to discuss 
our protests against the British block- 
ade. Mr. Page described the room in 
which the conference was held, on the 
wall of which was hung as a memorial 
the $15,000,000 check with which Great 
Britain had paid the Alabama claims in 
the Civil War. Mr. Page pointed to 
this Alabama check and said: ‘If you 
don’t stop these seizures, Sir Edward, 
some day you will have your entire 
room papered with things like that.’ Sir 
Edward replied: ‘That-may be so, but 
we will pay every cent. Of course, 
many of the restrictions we have laid 
down and avhich seriously interfere with 
your trade are unreasonable. But 
America must remember that we are 
fighting her fight as well as our own, 
to save the civilization of the world. 
You dare not press us too far!’ ”’ 
Turning to me, the President said: 
‘*He was right. England is fighting 
our fight, and you may well under- 
stand that I shall not, in the present 
state of the world’s affairs, place ob- 
stacles in her way. Many of our critics 
suggest war with England in order to 
force reparation in these matters. War 
with England would result in German 
triumph. No matter what may happen 
to me personally in the next election, I 
will not take any action to embarrass 
England when she is fighting for her 
life and the life of the world. Let those 
who clamor for radical action against 
England understand this! ”’ 


While the critics of the President were 
busily engaged in embarrassing ~* and 
‘‘hazing"’ him at every point and in- 
sisting upon a “ show-down’’ with Great 
Britain over the blockade, the world 
was startled on May 7, 1915, by the news 
of the sinking of the Lusitania, off the 
coast of Ireland, resulting in the loss of 
many American lives. A few days later 
came the news that the German people 
were rejoicing at the fine stroke of the 
submarine commander in consummating 
this horrible tragedy. 


The President’s critics, who a few days 
before were assailing him for his sup- 
posed surrender to England, were now 
demanding an immediate declaration of 
war against Germany, but not for a mo- 
ment did the President waver before

To such an extent did 
attitude of calmness 
of purpose that on 
‘“‘the outside'’ the people felt that 
there was in him a_heartjessness 
and an indifference to the deep tragedy 
| of the Lusitania. At my first meeting 
| with him I tried to call to his attention 
| many of the tragic details of the sinking 
of the great ship in an effort to force 
his hand, so to speak, but he quickly 
checked what appeared to be my youth- 
ful impetuosity and said: ‘‘ Tumulty, it 
would be much wiser for us not to dwell 
too much upon these matters.’’ When he 
uttered this admonition there was no 
suggestion of coldness about him. In 
fact, he seemed to be deeply moved as I 
adverted to some of the facts surround- 
ing this regrettable and tragic affair. At 
times tears stood in his eyes, and turn- 
ing to me he said: ‘‘ If I pondered over 
those tragic items that daily appear in 
the newspapers about the Lusitania, I 
should see red in everything and I am 
afraid that when I am called upon to act 
with reference to this situation I could 
not be just to any one. I dare not act 
unjustly and cannot indulge my own 
passionate feelings.’’ 

Evidently he saw that his turning 
away from the topic in this apparently 


the people. I am not sure whether this 
emotionalism will last long enough to 
sustain any action I would suggest to 
Congress, and thus in. case of faflure 
I should be left without that fine 
backing and support so necessary 
to maintain a great cause. I could 
go to Congress tomorrow and advo- 
eate war with Germany, and I feel 
certain that Congress would support me, 
but what would the country say when 
war was declared, and finally came, 
and we were witnessing all of its hor- 
rors and bloody aftermath? As the peo- 
ple pored over the casualty lists, would 
they not say, Why did Wilson move so 
fast in this matter? Why didn't he try 
peaceably to settle this question with 
Germany? Why could he not have 
waited a little longer? Why was he so 
anxious to go to war with Germany, 
yet at the same time why was he so 
tender of the feelings of Great Britain 
in the matter of the blockade? Were I 
to advise radical action now, we should 
have nothing, I am afraid, but regrets 
and heartbreaks. The vastness of this 
country; its variegated elements, the 
conflicting cross-currents of national 
feelings bid us wait and withhold our- 
selves from hasty or precipitate action.

No Precipitancy. 


Then, leaning closer to me, he said: 
“It will not do for me to act as if 1 
had been hurried into precipitate action 
against Germany. I must answer for 
the consequences of my action. What is 
the picture that lies before me? All the 
great nations of Europe at war, 
engaged in a death grapple that_ may 
involve civilization. My earnest hope 
and fervent prayer has been that 
America could withheld herself and re- 
main out of this terrible mess and steer 
clear of European embroilments, and at 
the right time offer herself as the only 
mediating influence to bring about 
peace. We are the only great nation 
row free to do this. If we shoulda go in, 
then the whole civilized world will be- 
come involved. What a pretty mess it 
would be! America, the only~nation dis- 
connected from this thing and now she 
is surrendering the leadership. she 
cecupies and becomes involved as other 
nations have. Think of the tragedy! 
I am not afraid to go to war. No man 
fit to be President of this nation, know- 
ing the way its people would respond 
to any demand that might be made up- 
on them, need have fears or doubts as 
to what stand it would finally take. 
But what I fear more than anything 
else is the possibility of world bank- 
ruptcy that will inevitably follow our 
getting into this thing—not only world 
chaos and bankruptcy, but all of the 
distempers, social, moral and industrial, 
that will ¢low from this world cata- 
clysm. No sane man, therefore, who 
knows the dangerous elements that are 
abroad in the world would, without 
feeling out every move, seek to lead his 
heople without counting the cost, and 
dispassionately deliberating upon every 
move.’’ 

In a speech delivered at Helena, 
Mont., he frankly spoke of the

not our business. We tried to con- 
vince ourselves that no matter what 
happéned on the other side of the sea, 
no obligation of duty rested upon us, 
and finally we found the currents of 
humanity too strong for us. We 
found that a great consciousness was 
welling up in us that this was not a 
local cause, that this was not a strug- 
gle which was to be confined to 
Europe, or confined to Asia, to which 
it had spread, but that it was some- 
thing that involved the very fate of 
civilization; and there was one great 
nation in the world that could not 
afford to stay out of it. There are 
gentlemen opposing the ratification of 
this treaty who. at that time taunted 
the Administration of the United States 
that it had lost touch with its inter- 
national conscience. They were eager 
to go in, and now that they have got 
in, and are caught in the whole net- 
work of human conscience, they want 
to break out and stay out. We were 
caught in this thing 4 the action of 
e nation utterly unlike ourselves. 

What I mean to say is that the Ger- 
man nation, the German people, had 
ne choice whatever as to whether it 
was to go into that war or not, did 
not know that it was going, into it 
until its men were summoned to the 
colors. I remember, not once, but 
often, sitting at the Cabinet table in 
Washington, I asked my colleagues 
what their impression was of, the —_ 
fon of the country before we went into 
the war, and [ remember one day one 
of my colleagues said to me, ‘* Mr. 
President, I think the people of the 
country would take your advice and 
do what you suggested.’”’ ‘‘ Why,” I 
said, ‘“‘ that is not what I am waiting 
for; that is not enough. If they can 
not go in with a whoop, there is no 
use of their going in at all. I do not 
want them to wait on me. I am wait- 
ing on them. I want to know what 
the conscience of this country is speak- 
ing. I want to know what the purpose 
is arising in the minds of the people 
of this country with regard to this 
world situation.”” When I thought I 
heard that voice, it was then that I 

roposed to the Congress of the United 

Btates that we should include ourselves 
in the challenge that Germany was 
giving to mankind. 

On may 10, 191g he made a speech in 
Philadelphia, which contained the re- 
grettable and much criticized phrase, 
‘“Too proud to fight.’’ Unfortunate- 
ly,' the headliners of the papers 
carried onl the phrase, ‘‘ Too proud 
to fight,’’ and little or no atten- 
tion. was paid to“ the context of the 
speech in which the phrase was lodged. 
As a matter of fact, there was nothing 
unusual about the character of this 
speech. The phrase, “Too proud to 
fight,” was simply expressive of the 
President’s policy since the outbreak of 
of the war. It was not a new thought 
with him. Some weeks before he had 
safd the same thing, only in different 
words, in a speech delivered at a ban- 
quet of The Associated Press in New 
York: ‘“‘My interest in the | neu- 
is not 
a petty desire to keep out of trouble. I 
am interested in neutrality because there 
is something so much greater to do than 
fight. There is a distinction awaiting 
this nation that no nation has ever 
yet got. That is the distinction of ab- 
solute self-control] and mastery.’’ The 
phrase, ‘‘ Too proud to fight,’’ was sim- 
ply expressive of the idea that was close 
to his heart, a reliance upon other 
means of settling our difficulties with 
Germany than a resort to war. 

On our way to Philadelphia on the day 
of the delivery of this speech, I read a 
copy of it which the President handed 
to me, and when I ran across the phrase 
‘“Too proud to fight’’ I scented the 
political danger in it and warned 
him, but he declined to be ad- 
monished because he was confident in 
the moral -strength of his position, 
namely, that self-mastery is sometimes 
more heroic than fighting, or as the 
Bible states it, ‘‘ He that ruleth his own 
spirit is greater than he that taketh 
a city,’’ and he trusted the people to 
understand his full meaning. The Presi- 
dent himself was so above the petty 
tricks by which politicians wrest words 
from their context and force upon them 
unfavorable meaning that he sometimes 
incautiously playeg into the hands of 
this type of foe. Nor did he fully 
realize that his gift for making striking 
and quotable phrases added to the 
danger. It was an unfortunate phrase, 
“Too proud to fight,’’ but none who 
thoughtfully read the context with un- 
prejudiced mind could fail to see the 
moral grandeur of the President's posi- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Chief Jus- 
tice Taft announced today that the Su- 
preme Court would deny the motion 
made by the State of North Dakota 
against the Chicago & Northwestern 
and other railroads involving the right 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to increase rates in the State.

Sister of Fifth Fiancee Says He Got 
Possession of the Woman’s 
10,000-Franc Savings.

PARIS, Nov. 14.—Landru, who spent 
Sunday carefully studying the docu- 
ments in his case, this morning sent for 
a doctor, complaining that he was very 
much fatigued. ‘‘I feel very ill,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ You will not have any difficulty 
in believing me (coughing). I have a 
slight touch of pluerisy. You must 
watch me very carefully.”’ 

This the doctor promised to do, and 
Landru later appeared in court, looking 
somewhat worn and tired. 

Landru’s difficulties are by no means 
restricted to the embarrassment into 
which he is occasionally driven by the 
prosecuting attorney. Today he sent for 
a barber to trim the beard of which he 
is so proud, and said he was very sorry 
he must ask him to use his scissors on 
credit, because it was so essential for 
him to appear looking smart and neat 
in public. 

Today's proceedings dealt with the 
disappearance of his fifth fiancé, Landru 
again taking the line of defense that 
his relations with her were restricted to 
dealings in furniture. Once or twice 
he was. evidently nonplused when the 
prosecutor put such a question as why 
he had again taken one single and one 
return ticket from Paris to Gambais 
when proceeding to the latter place with 
her. After some hesitation, Landru said 
that he was not anxious that she should 
spend the night there, but of course he 
‘* could not b? so impolite as to show 
this by buying her a round trip ticket.’’ 

When an allusion was made to Lan- 
dru’s wife, Maitre Moro-Giafferi, his | 
counsel, interrupied the prosecuting at- | 
torney, saying: 

‘You will admit that Landru always 
showed great consideration for his wife 
and loved her very. much.” 

The prosecutor replied: 

“But your client loved so many oth- 
ers very much!"’ ; 

“That is why much will be forgiven 
him,’’ flashed back the ; risoner’s coun- 
sel, raising considerable mirth. 

The fifth. fiancé’s sister on. cross-ex- 
amination said that the former's savings 
amounted to 10,000. franc?, which passed 
into Landru’s hands. That was the most 
damaging evidence produced at today’s 
sitting. 


VERSAILLES; Nov. 14 (Associated 
Press).—The second week of the Landru 
trial opened with, popular interest evi- 
dently unabated in the testimony which 
is to determine the fate of the so-called 
‘“* Bluebeard of Gambais.’’ Hundreds of 
persons were waiting in line at :n early 
hour outside the Court House, and when 
the doors were opened the courtroom 
was speedily jammed. 

Last week the direct examination was 
completed in the cases of four of the 
women and the son of one of them, 
whom Landru is accused of murdering. 
Today Judge Gilbert resumed direct ex- 
amination of the prisoner regarding the 
disappearance of Mme. Collomb, the 
sixth of Landru’s alleged eleven victims. 
Mme.. Colomb was for a ‘ong time a 
resident of Guatemala. 

The strain of the trial is beginning tv 
tell on Landru, who disvlayed consider- 
able temper in answering the Court’s 
questions when asked, as in the case 
of the five previous alleged victims, 
what had become of Mme. Collomb. 

“That is none of your business,’’ the 
accused replied in a high-pitched voice. 
“That is a private matter with which 
justice is mot concerned.”’ 

Asked to explain an entry of 500 francs 
An his famous notebook under the date 
of Mme. Collomb’s disappearance. 
Landru said that this sum -was the 
product of the sale of a traveling can- 
teen he had kept behind the American 
Army for a few weeks. 

Landrv, in his cross-examination of 
several of the witnesses, brqught out 
the fact that Mme. Collomb, her child, a 
male acquaintance and her cousin had 
all disappeared, and that the police hod 
not been able to find any trace of them, 

‘*T am not charged with murdering 
the whole family.’’ declared the pris- 
oner, ‘‘ yet the police are as helpless in 
finding them as they are in finding any 
of my so-called victims.’’ 

Landru has signed a contract to ap- 
pear in 2 monologue in a local music 
hall in the event that he is acquitted. 
He is to receive 2,500 francs weekly. 

Vital d’Arzac. a Toulouse newspaper 
man covering the trial, left the court- 
room in the middle of this afternoon’s 
session, telling his comrades that the 
case was driving him crazy. He went 
to his hotel and shot himself in the head 
with a revolver, dying almost immedi- 
diately.

sider Reductions 


In accordance with the plan adopted 
last week by the Eastern Presidents’ 
Conference, the managers of all of the 
fifty-two Eastern raflroads will address 
notices today to the various classes of 
railroad employes, calling for confer~ 
ences to consider readjustments in 
wages and working conditions. The 
conference to discuss changes in work~ 
ing conditions, as affecting the train- 
service men, is asked for, in addition te 
wage reductions of the trainmen, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The plan is to revamp the present 
rules ad working agreements which each 
road has negotiated indIvidually with 
its train-service employes, in order to 
work for ‘‘ greater economies.’’ There 
are 140 different items of rules and 
conditions to be considered for this class 
of workers, and under the existing con- 
tracts the roads are permitted to make 
a change only after the usual thirty 
days’ notice, 

The following notice, addressed to 
bis General Chairmen of Engineers,’’ 
which is being sent today by one of the 
largest of the Eastern carriers. is sim- 
ilar to the announcement decided upon 
by the other roads: 

“To meet the general and insistent 
demand for a reduction in transporta- 
tion costs reqpires a change in railroad 
working conditions that will be just, 
reasonable and economical. 

““T hereby give notice that it is the 
desire of the management to make some 
changes in the rules in the schedule for 
the government of engineers, firemen 
and hostlers. 

‘* You will be advised further as to the 
date such conferences will be held.’’

to All Chairmen, 


This letter, signed by the General Mane 
ager of the carrier, is also being sent 
out to the General Chairmen of the fire- 
men, conductors and trainmen. 

The proposed conference for changes 
in working conditions of the trainmen 
has no connection with the national 
agreements, which are still in force, 
with certain exceptions, for the shop 
crafts, an official explained. The train- 
minen have never been parties to the na- 
tional asreements, measures passed 
during the war for shop craft and un- 
skilled workers, but have always nego- 
tinted individually with the roads in the 
matter of working agreements. 

In the case of the wae reduction no- 
tices,. all classes of railroad employes 
are asked to choose representatives to 
confer with the managers. The fol- 
lowing notice, dated today, is being 
sent out: 

‘General Chairmen of Trainmen’s Or- 
ganizations: To meet the general and 
insistent demands for reduction in trans- 
portation costs and to adjust railroad 
wages on a scale that will be just and 
reasonable require a reduction in rail- 
road wages. > 

‘The management 
Strained to give notice that it desires 
to confer with the representatives of 
the several classes of employes, with a 
view to agreement,upon such reduction. 

‘** You will be aidvised further as *to 
the date such conference will be held 
with the employes covered by the train- 
men’s schedule.

Similar notices are being sent to the 
General Chairmen of tne conductors, 
engineers and firemen; General Chair- , 
men of each shop craft, signalmen, the 
maintenance of way and shop laborers, 
clerks and station laborers, telegraphers, 
stationary firemen and oilers.

Proposed Reductions in Pay. 


According to the original plan ane 
nounced by the executives, the train- 
service employes wiil be asked to take 


a reduction in wages of 10 per cent., 
while the snop crafts and unskilled 
workers’ pay will be cut to the going 
rate paid for the same class of work 
in other industries. At the expected 
refusal of the employes to accede to 
this program the disputed cases will be 
filed immediately with the Railway La- 
bor Board. 

In commenting on the probable time 
this operation will occupy, L. F. Loree 
Chairman of the Eastern Executives’ 
Conference, said yesterday that the La- 
bor Board should be ready in sixty 
days to study the cases. 

“There are only a few items of rules 
and working conditions which are not 
yet settled,’’ said Mr. Loree, ‘‘ and there 
is no reason why the board cannot clear 
its docket in sixty days for the con- 
sideration of the new wage reduction 
cases."’ 

At: the meeting of the member roads 
of the Association of Railway Execu- 
tives at the Grand Central Terminal to- 
morrow, the Executive Committee will 
present its report of the session. held 
last Saturday with the Interstate Com- | 
merce Commission on problems regard- 
ing rates and wages. It is understood 
that a plan has been worked out which 
appeals to the executives as being rea- 
sonable and satisfactory.

The opera season was opened at the 
MetropoNtan Opera House last evening 
under circumstances long familiar; 
under the same manager who has so 
long guided the undertaking to success; 
whose assistants and subordinates, art- 
ists and conductors are largely the same 
as they have beén in recent years, win- 
ning in various degrees public favor— 
except where death has left a large 
void; with a house filled to its utmost 
capacity. and exhbiiting in its . most 
prominent places opulence, brilliiancy, 
fashion, such as have been the chief | 
support of opera ever since opera was 
invented; with the atmosphere of inter- 
est and confident augury that is ex- 
pected invariably to envelop the doings 
of the opening night. The occasion was 
brilliant, undoubtedly; experts In brTt- 
liancy pronounced it of the most bril- 


»t, 

On such an occasion the choice of the 
vpera that is to begin the season {s of 
comparatively minor importance. The 
fact that it was Verdi's ‘‘ La Traviata 
was determined, of course, by the desire 
of the management to put forward 
~prorninently the new acquisition to the 
company gained in Mme. Galli-Curci, 
who appeared in it last evening for the 
first time as a member of the Metro- 
politan Opera Company. Perhaps it 
was thought, also, that it was high time 
that so well-seasoned a -work of the 
Italian repertory should be heard again 
at the Metropolitan, for ‘‘ La Traviata 
had not been given at this house for 
threc scasons. It was last heard here 
with Mme. Frieda Hempel in the chief 
soprano part. 


Mme. Galli-Curci as Violetta. 


Mme. Galli-Curci’s impersonation of 
the character of Violetta offered little 
more of a novel sensation to the fre- 
quenters of the opera than the work 
itself—she has frequently taken part in 
it in the performances of the visiting 
players from Chicago and her Violetta 
has been one of her most familiar im- 
personations under those auspices. It 
has ingenious charm, a youthful fresh- 


ness; it is not notable for vivid emo- 
tional power. Mme. Galli-Curci’s voice 
was grateful to hear last evening, and 
had in its best ranges real beauty, and 
ar appealing quality. Her singing was 
generally such as to command admira- 
tion. Her coloratura has never been re- 
markable for brilliancy or the finest fin- 
ish; nor was it last evening. She was, 
as she has been before. a pleasing repre- 
sentative of the heroine, but not one 
who could be compared with some of 
the great singers who have been heard 
in the part in years gone by. 


Mr. Gigli Sings Alfredo 


Mr. Gigli also appeared for the first 
time as Alfredo, He sank the music 
well, with power and wafmth; at times 
with certain disturbing mannerisms, 
and not always with a perfect command 
of legato. The part is not one that is 
easy to shine in or one of which to 
make a sympathetic figure, and Mr. 
Gigli was not altogethér sympathetic in 


sppearance or in action. Mr. De Luca, 
the Giorgio Germont, did some excel- 
lent singing, as in his delivery of ‘' Di 
Provenza,”’ and put human feeling into 
his delineation. 

The performance was under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Moranzoni, and had abun- 
dant vigor such as rejoices the most 
ardent lovers of the opera. There was 
néw scenery for this production, suitable 
in design and color; a plausible repre- 
sentation of the time and place, painted 
by Joseph Urban, and time and place 
were again kept in mind by the costum- 
ing of the period of 1840, or thereabouts, 
in which the action of the piece is sup- 
posed to take place, happily replacing 
the anachronisms of old-time represen- 
tations of it. 

The enthusiasm vented in applause for 
the principal arias and at the close of 
the acts was vigorous and hearty. 


GOLDEN HORSESHOE GLITTERS. 


Social Assembly the Most Distin- 
guished in Recent Years of Opera. 


A notable social assembly attended the 
opening of the Metropolitan Opera last 
night, one of the most distinguished 
gatherings in recent years. The gol- 
den horseshoe glittered with jewels and 
the sheen of lustrous cloth, and there 
was a pulsing color throughout the en- 
‘tire house, from orchestra to balcony, 
of jade green, pale orange, rich reds, 
against a blackground of black and 
white, and shimmering gray and silver. 

In comparison to other years, there 
was not such a noticeable flare of dia- 


monds, but the more quiet lustre of 
pearls and emeralds. The most strik- 
ing feature of fashion’s array were some 
of the headdresses worn in the parterre 
boxes, jewelled wings that flared out 
high over the coiffure, and great wide 
bands studded with diamonds and pearls. 
Fur stoles were noticed here and there 
in the boxes. but they served more as 
a prevention against draughts than as 
finery.

The action for separation brought 
against Geraldine Farrar by her actor 
husband, Lou Tellegen, was transferred 
yesterday from Westchester to New 
York by Supreme’ Court Justice Mor- 
chauser. The change of venue will fa- 
cilitate a consolidation of the separation 
action of Tellegen against his wife, and 
her action for divorce against Tellegen, 
so that the two may be tried at the same 
time, 

A dispatch from Scranton, Pa., last 
night disclosed that Tellegen had been 
compelled to cancel his engagements at 
Honesdale, near Scranton, and at El- 
mira and Middletown, N. Y., on account 
of injuries he received in an automobile 
accident on Sunday. Where the acci- 


dent occurred and the extent of the ac- 
tor’s injuries were not disclosed. 
Earlier in the day it was reported that 
Tellegen had returned to New York to 
consult his attorney with reference to 
the separation and divorce proceedings. 
Through Mr. Steinfeld of Steinfeld & 
Schwartz, he declared there was no 
ground for the suit of Miss Farrar, and 
that he would disprove the charges of 
his wife in order to clear his reputation 

‘as a man and as an actor.’ 

Attorney Steinfeld said that only one 
woman was named in the papers which 
have been sealed by order of Supreme 
Court Justice Guy, and that she was a 
member of Tellegen’s theatrical com- 
pany who was on tour with him and for 
that reason misconduct is alleged in 
various States. No papers in the sep- 
aration suit of Tellegen have been filed 
in White Plains, because it is unneces- 
sary to file such papers until the action 
goes to trial. Consequently tre charges 
in the actor’s complaint have been a 
matter of speculation, although at the 
time Tellegen’s counsel confirmed the 
fact that the action had been started, 
they disclosed that Tellegen had been 
locked out of their Lome by Miss Far- 
rar. 

Counsel for Miss Farrar maintain 
that, despite her denials, she was served 
with papers in her husband's action by 
@ woman detective who hid near Miss 
Farrar’s house and dropped the papers 
in her lap as the operatic star was 
about to step from her motor car. 
Tellegen will charge various acts of 
cruelty. 

‘‘We intend to quash this action for 
trial,’’ said Mr. Schwartz. ‘‘ The action 
was brought in Westchester County 
with a view of preventing publicity.

Labor Costs Are Higher. 


The improvement in the demand for 
women’s novelty sweaters, presumably 
for holiday gifts, has not brought all the 
joy to the hearts of the manufacturers 
that it might have under other circum- 
stances. The reason, the manufacturers 
say, is that the labor cost of the mer- 
chandise is even higher now than it was 
a year ago, and that there is little chance 
of reducing it for some time. This 
statement is ex lained by the further as- 
sertion that, whereas the average novel- 
ty sweater last year sold for from $6 to 
$10, the average nowadays is about $8. 
Labor, it is contended, has not speeded 
up production sufficiently to offset this 
difference, with the result that the per 
garment labor cost is quite a bit higher 
than in 1920. With buyers unwilling to 
pay advances and the workers unwill- 
ing to take a cut, the increased cost 
has to be met out of the profits of the 
manufacturers.

FINANCIAL MARKETS. 


Prices on Stook Exchange De- 
cline After Early Strength— 
Foreign Exchange Advances. 


Our Government’s sweeping proposals 
of reduction in the naval armament pro- 
gram having been published after the 
close of business Saturday, and the pro- 
posals having been greeted with nation- 
wide approvgl over Sunday, the Stock 
Exchange was naturally watched with 
interest, for its own verdict. ‘The first 
response was favorable. Opening prices 
were in numerous cases higher by % 
point or more than Saturday’s closings, 
and further advances occurred in the 
early business. Before midday, how- 
ever, heavy selling had -reversed the 
movement, and before the day was over, 
on transactions of nearly a million 
shares, the stock market had fallen into 
great irregularity, with declines of 1 
to 4 points in a considerable part of 
the list. 

This weakness converged especially on 
shares of the ‘‘ armament companies” 
and of steel enterprises in general. 
Wall Street apeared to be impressed 
primarily with the probable loss of an- 
ticipated business by the warship build- 
ing plants and affiliated industries, if 
the Washington program should be ratl- 
fied; a judgment reflected in the 3 to 4 
point decline in stock of the Bethlehem 
and Crucible companies. The loss 
of business would certainly occur, and 
a considerable part of the shipbuilding 
plants installed during the war would 
become unproductive during the ‘ ten- 
year naval holiday.’’ This was an in- 
ference from the Washington proposal 
as necessary as expectation of greatly 
curtailed orders was an inference from 
the signing of the armistice. But the 
effect on yearly net profits of the com- 
panies is more negligible. All well- 
informed people know that building 
ships for the United States Navy is 
not in the class of highly remunerative 
business; ‘‘ returns on such contracts,’’

The day’s decline in other stocks, un- 
connected with that industry, caused 
more perplexity. As a matter of fact 
and experience, however, financial mar- 
kets rarely move impulsively in response 
to & proposal or decision whose effect 
on the financial situation would be 
slow. If this had been a case in which 
the concrete question at issue was be- 
tween dangerous increase or prudent 
reduction in the national budget, and 
if financial markets had been moving 
apprehensively beforehand, the story of 
the day would probably be different. 
But that was not the situation. It will 
not have been forgotten that an event 
which means so much in retrospect as 
the enactment of the Federal Reserve 
law in 1913 evoked no response what- 
ever from the reactionary stock market 
of the period. 

Foreign exchange made more of a 
response yesterday, and the rapid ad- 
vance in rates on France, England and 
Italy was perfectly logical. Reduction 
in armament outlay is @ very vital and 
immediate financial consideration in the 
case of countries burdened with the 
‘prodigious debts of four years’ active 
warfare. Sterling in particular went a 
fraction above the highest price of the 
October advance; touching the best fig- 
ure, $3.96%, since the end of May. 

As stated in the Government’s report 
on our foreign trade in October, exports 
increased $10,300,000 over September. 
There is always an increase in outward 
trade during the sucessive Autumn 
months and last month's increase is 
below the average; so that it cannot 
be said that the October statement 
marks any real recovery. Compared 
with October, 1920, the figures show

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Stock Market and Disarmament. 


Wall Street was considerably puzzled 
over the decline in yesterday’s stock 
market. By no means everybody had 
expected a great advance in response to 
the disarmament proposal, but the scope 
and magnitude of the ‘selling—transac- 
tions rane to 934,000 shares, the largest 
since Oct. 8—were not so readily ac- 
counted for. The weakness of the steel 
and armament shares had obvious 
enough cause, and was predicted in the 
exchange of Wall Street views over Sun- 
day. But the rather general expectation 
had been for a market like that of Oc- 
tober, 1918, when Genmany was nego- 
tiating for peace—a market in which the 
so-called ‘‘ war stocks ’’ declined at the 
same time as the “‘ peace stocks’’ were 
advancing—whereas some of yesterday’s 
heaviest net losses were in railway 


shares, oil shares and miscellaneous in- 
dustrials. In some quarters it was sug- 
gested that efforts to realize profits on 
an expected outside demand for stocks 
had overburdenéd the market, the public 
not having bought in the way expected, 
and that ‘‘ bear attacks’ had been 
based on that turn of events.

Short Seller Again Active. 

Although the greater part of the old 
short interest in the stock had been 
eliminated as a result of the advance in 
prices last week, this interest was again 
greatly increased through yesterday's 
activity on the part of the professionals. 
The steel issues, especially Bethlehem 
Steel B, Crucible Steel and Steel com- 
mon, were in unusually heavy demand in 
the stock loan crowd at the close. In- 
dustrial issues in general, especially 
those in the speculative class, were also 


in demand as the professionals, seeing | 


the market waver under the attacks 
against the steels, extended their opera- 
tions throughout the list.

Copper Producers Show Little Concern. 


Copper producers yesterday expressed 
little concern over what effect the lim- 
itation of armament may have on 
their business. One pointed out that 
since it takes about four years to build 
a large battleship and the consumption 
of copper in such a ship amounts to 
only a million pounds, it can readily be 
seen that such loss of business will mean 
little to the industry. He added that 
during the war demand for copper was 
unusually heavy, as should be expected, 
but that the demand for armament pur- 


poses during peace time was negligible. 
The ordinary demand for copper in peace 
time is the big factor in the trade, and 
copper men only recently organized an 
association for the purpose of encourag- 
ing consumption of the metal in normal 


channels.

As to Lower Steel Prices. 


Part of the selling of the steel stocks 
yesterday was attributed to the belief 
that the LUmitation of armament will 
make for a decided readjustment in the 
industry, and may lead to much lower 
prices in the long run. In one quarter 
it was pointed out that the scrapping of 
1,800,000 tons of steel would temporarily 
effect the industry, inasmuch as it equals 
about 40 per cent. of the unfilled ton- 
nage on the books of the leading factor 


in the trade. In addition, the plants 
now utilized in manufacturing armor 
plate steel will be converted to produc- 
tion of ordinary steel, thereby increasing 
the capacity of steel consumed along in- 


dustrial lines.

Mr. Vanderlip’s Plan. 


Bankers of the financial district make 
no secret of the fact that they are not 
greatly interested in the plans for a 
world bank proposed by Frank A. Van- 
derlip. One of them remarked that it 
would just be the sort of institution to 
run successfully during the early years 
of the millennium. The chief drawback, 
in the opinion of most of the bankers 
who have examined the scheme, is that 
under present conditions it would have 


to be almost entirely an American in- 
stitution, operated with American gold, 
at the risk of Americans, and with Bu- 
rope in a position to start a run on the 
world’s bank gold reserve whenever they 
were so disposed. \

Rallroad Rates and Wages. 


Keen interest is shown by railroad men 
in the meeting of the Association of 
Railway Executives tomorrow, at which 
the report of the Executive Committee’s 
recent confererice with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is to be given. It 
is understood that a plan was worked 
out at this session, which was held in 
Washington last Saturday, relative to 
reducing both wages and rates which 
appeals to the commission as being rea- 
sonable and satisfactory. It will be rec- 
ommended to the member roads tomor- 
row, it is believed, although no material 
change is expected in the original policy 
announced by the rail heads.

Money Rates Deoline. 


Financial institutions .were confronted 
with a plethora of funds seeking employ- 
ment yesterday and the rates dropped 
sharply under the competition which re- 
sulted from 5% per cent. to 5, then to 
4% per cent. and finally to 4 per cent. 
Brokerage demand was not heavy, and 
since such loans as were made at the 
lower rates were made ‘at leisure, the 
representatives of institutions in the 
market with money were rather hard 
put to find sufficient customers to go 
around. One or two small outside loans 
were reported at 34% per cent. It is gen- 
erally. believed in the financial district 
that thé rate will remain about the cur- 


rent figure during most of the week. 
Interior demands are particularly light, 
and some of the funds which have been 
employed for crop-moving purposes now 
are drifting to the financial districts for 


employment. oe 


October Railroad Earnings. 


Wstimates made yesterday of nine rail- 
road systems serving different sections 
of the country indicate that at least 
eight of them should show an increase in 
net operating income for October, as 
compared with September, while seven 
of the estimates run ahead of the show- 
ings. made for October, 1920. Last year, 
however, the wage scale was higher than 
at present and various changes have 
likewise been made in rate schedules. 
The estimated net operating income of 
the New York Central for October stands 
at $5,750,000, as compared with $5,322,916 
for the preceding month and $5,562,021 
for October, 1920. Atchison’s estimate is 
$4,500,000, as against $3,675,365 and 
$4,181,106; Illinois Central’s shows up at 
$1,700,000, as compared with $1,604,886 
and $1,713,526 for the other two months; 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy's is 
$3,500,000, as against $3,151,751 and 


$2,855,767, while the Lackawanna’s is 
given at $2,000,000 for October, as com- 
pared with $1,930,927 and $1,182,275 for 
September, 1921, and October, 1920, re- 
spectively.

TO BEGIN HEARINGS 
ON TRANSIT PLAN 


Commission to Start Today With 
Examination of Witnesses Re- 
garding Traffic Service. 


70 COMPANIES AFFECTED 


Appraising of Value of Properties to 
Be Completed Before the 
End of the Year. 


Public hearings on the plan of the 
Transit Commission for the consolida- 
tion of all of. the traction lines in the 
city will begin at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing at 49 Lafayette Street with the ex- 
amination of witnesses in reference to 
service. The commission estimates that 
during the last three years traffic has 
increased 25 per cent. and transporta- 
tion facilities only 5 per cent. Cuts in 
service have been made on every line in 
the city. 

Among the first witnesses will be at- 
taches of the Transit Bureau. For many 


weeks this bureau has been gathering 
facts concerning service and learning, 
by frequent talks with passengers, just 
what the public opinion of the service 
is, how it can be improved, what lines 
are sufficiently important to be taken 
into the proposed consolidation, and 





j}supplement the studies an 
| tions it has already made with relation 
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what lines can be discarded without 
great public inconvenience. 

It is expected that all of the com- 
panies which have curtailed their ser- 
vice will excuse it by stating that they 
lacked the necessary funds to operate 
the lines to full capacity and this, in 
the opinion of the commission, will 
eventually carry the Inquiry to the mat- 
ter of finances. 


To Inquire Inte Pre-War Financing. 


It was said yesterday that the com- 
mission would seek to learn just how 
much of the trouble of the roads is due 
to peculiar methods of raising and spend- 
ing money tn pre-war times, when the 
companies were fairly prosperous. One 
of the early witnesses will be Fred- 


erick W. Linders, chief of the Bureau‘of 
Accounts, who is an expért on public 
utility financing. Last night the com- 
mission gave out the following statement: 
‘“‘Through the examinations opening 
tomorrow, the commission propose to 
investiga- 


to the affairs of the various companies, 
and to prepare the way for the final 
formulation of the plan to be submitted 
toth to the companies and to the city 
before adoption. Detailed facts and 
figures with reference to present condi- 
tions, prepared b ythe commission’s ac- 
counting and engineering divisions, will 
be placed on the record and thus made 
public, and the examination of the man- 
aging officers and other representatives 
of the companies will follow. As the 
sessions proceed, the representatives of 
the companies will also be questioned 
as to their attitude toward the particu- 
lar features of the plan contained in 
the preliminary report given out by the 
commission in September. 

‘‘ Notwithstanding the check placed by 
the political campaign upon any disin- 
terested discussion of the preliminary 
plan, there has been no_ interrup- 
tion in the progress of the commission’s 
work. Although the date set originally 
for the examinations was postponed 
until after the close of the campaign, 
there has, therefore, been no net time 
lost. The work of the Bureau of Valua- 


tions, which ts appraising the various 
properties likely to be taken over as 
parts of the unified system the commis- 
pe ay in view, hag been carried 
fo d_ rapidly and will be complet ¢ 
before the end of the year. 


Hearings to Run Several Weeks. 


“The present examination of the com- 
panies is likely to run also for several 
weeks and the work of preparing the 
final draft, which will proceed coin- 
cidently, 


shortly afterward. The remainder of 
the procedure, including the provision 
made for various public hearings, will 
then be followed in the manner the law 
prescribes. The open hearings, at which 
civic: bodies and the public generally 
will be heard, will be commenced as 
soon as the examination of the com- 
panies has been concluded. Full op- 
portunity will be afforded, as each 
a of the inquiry is reached, for free 
and cri 1 discussion, both of the prin- 
ciples of the plan and of the adminis- 
trative mechanism through which it is 
to be put into effect.”’ : 
Just what position the city adminis- 
tration will occupy in relation to the 
hearings has not yst been determined, 
Asked if the city, through the Cor- 

ration Counsel, would be permitted 
o intervene in the hearings, Mr. Mc- 
Aneny replied that this matter would 
be taken up when presented. The pro- 
cedure, it was stated, would be left 
mainly to Former Supreme Court Jus- 
season proceed, the representatives of 
of the commission, who, with the as- 
sistance of the commission's legal bu- 
reau, will examine witnesses and decide 
problems as they appear.

Penned in Small Areaway. 


Residents in an apartment building 
at 125 West Sixteenth Street, in the 
rear of the burned building, said many 
who fled down the only fire escape on 


the blazing structure found themselves 
trapped in a small areaway or yard. 

The two buildings on either side ex- 
tended back further, and about four 
feet from the wall of the burning build- 
ing a ten foot fence had been erected 
from. wall to wall of the other build- 
ings. The men and women, almost 
naked and burned, who dropped into 
this space were unable to get over the 
fence until the superintendent of the 
Sixteenth Street apartment, a man 
named Benesch and the negro janitor, 
Francis Felix, got a ladder and helped 
them to climb out. Then Benesch took 
them into the boiler room of the apart- 
ment house where the police found them 
nearly two hours later. 

When the fire started, apparently in 
the basement, it shot up through a well 
to the roof, roaring like a blast furnace, 
and spread with incredible rapidity to 
other parts of the building. he noise 
of the flames awakened the 7 
tenants, but before they could reac 
safety many found themselves cut off. 
Screams of women, children and men 
mingled with the roar of the fire and 
attracted the attention of clerks of Sta- 
tion O of the Post Office, across the 
street. 


Postal Clerks Rescue Several. 


Julius Kayser, a clerk, ran to turn in 
an alarm, and three other clerks, George 
Weston, Charles Fleischman and Sam 


Flanz, found a ladder in the Post Office 
and, under the direction of P. S. Kelly 
night superintendent, rescued severa 
women and children who were huddled 
on a ledge of the second floor. 

Meanwhile a man, a woman and two 
children had reached the roof and hud- 
dled against the wall of an adjoining 
building. Then they began running 
about and crying for help. The chil- 
dren clung desperately to their father’s 
hands. Finally the mother saw a water 
pipe running from the roof of the burn- 
in buildi to the roof of another 
building and began franitcally to climb 
it. She got about half way and stuck, 
screaming. There ‘the firemen found 
her when they arrived a few minutes 
later, her sband holding her from be- 
low and tne children seeking shelter 
hag the smoke between him and the 
wall. 

As soon as the firemen arrived, Bat- 
talion Chief McGuire turned in a_sec- 
ond alarm that called Assistant Chief 
Martin and more apparatus. As Hook 
and Ladder 12. pulled up in front of the 
building, Benjamin Diaz was hanging 
by his hands to a ledge on the third 


floor. Flames were shooting out above | 
him and were too hot for him to main- 
tain his hold. Just as a ladder was be- | 
ing run up to him he fell to the side-| 
walk. He died a few hours later in| 


Bellevue. 
Four Sisters Saved From Ledge. 


On a window sill of the third floor 
were four sisters, clinging together, 
and screaming. They were Mrs. Theresa 
Mosseveldi, 18, a bride of three days, 
and Carmine, Laura and Georgi Rod- 
riguez. Firemen brought them down a 
ladder and then spread Hfe nets for 
others who were clinging to windows. 
No one would jump, and some dropped 
back into the flames. 

Meantime the rear fire escape was 
crowded with women and men, fighting 
to get down. In the crush, Mullano 
was pushed off and fell two stories be- 
fore he again landed on the fire escape. 
Other women and children made their 
way to the roof and were taken down 
an 85-foot ladder. 

Fireman Patrick Foley of Engine 18 
was on the roof of a loft building when 
he heard a woman screaming on the 
fifth floor. He lowered himself to the 
roof of the burning building and en- 
tered through the trapdoor. The entire 
floor was filled with flames and smoke, 
but Foley battled through until he 
reached the woman, and, lifting her on 
his back, carried her down the fire es- 
cape, protected from the flames by a 
curtain of water. The woman, however, 
was badly burned and was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital. 

After the building had cooled off fire- 
men found five bodies on the fourth 
floor near a doorway leading to the hall. 
Three more bodies were found in a bed- 
room on the fourth floor.
